Taz advent of that legislative Easter holiday which the most 
democratic members of Parliament seem to cherish as dearly as an 
institution as the most remote-thinking Tories—if any such 
political entities are still to be found—seems to be a proper 
occasion for taking stock of public matters. Before referring to 
the progress which has been made in the conduct of those affairs 
which have come under the immediate cognisance of Parliament, 
it will probably not be considered out of place to notice one very 
interesting fact which has been coincident with the termination 
of the first quarter of 1860, which brings to a conclusion our 
financial year. The return of the Revenue for the past twelve 
months proves to be eminently satisfactory. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has been proved to have made a remarkably false calcula- 
tion in his estimate of the incomings from the public resources; 
but, happily, his miscounting has been on the right side, and the 

ds have exceeded his expectations by something over a million 
and ahalf! It is certainly a subject of no small congratulation that 
the nation begins a new year of provision for the public service 
with such a sum to the credit side of its account. No doubt a 
good deal of this excess of revenue over estimate is attributable 
to the little conjuration with the income tax which Mr. Gladstone 
managed last summer, and which, by a process that all his elabo- 
rate explanations failed to make clear to some unwilling minds, 
pressed into six months the payment of an increased rate for the 
year: But, at the same time, there has been an increase on those 
barometers of trade and social prosperity, respectively, the Customs 
and the Excise; while the departments of Stamps, Taxes, 
and Post Office, also yielded an increase ; thus showing that the 





elasticity of our national resources was real and not factitious, or 
confined to a single item like the income tax, which for simplicity 
of squeezing is, of course, without a rival. 

Such an introduction to a review of the affairs of Great Britain 
tends naturally to create a certain amount of good humour in the 
consideration of the sayings and doings of our administrators and 
legislators, but without that inducement it. would be only simple 
justice to say that every disposition to do their work has been 
evinced by the Ministry and the Parliament. It can hardly be 
said of either of those responsible bodies that time has been 
wasted, in the strict sense of the term, although it is undoubted 
that talk has been abundant. It must be remembered, however, 
that in our representative system talk is the machinery out of 
which acts, not merely literally Acts of Parliament, but acts in 
the sense of action, are created. An impartial reflection on the 
debates in the House of Commons (for the Upper House 
has, by the necessity of the case, been more than usually quiescent 
down to the present time) will show that they have been more 
than ordinarily direct and to the purpose. Even such an impetuous 
spirit as the Chancellor of the Exchequer has been compelled to 
avow that no illegitimate or undue hindrance has been placed in 
his way by his most assiduous and most pertinacious critics. 
It deserves to be noted also that, while the members of the Lower 
Chamber who have taken part in discussions have shown more than 
common apprehension of the nature, the elements, and the probable 
consequences of the measures with which they have had to deal, 
and have dealt with them in a businesslike manner, the speaking 
proper—the mode in which individuals have expressed themselves 
—has been very far above the average of Parliamentary oratory in 
general, They have had to deal with great principles embodied 











in plans all more or less entire, and it may be asserted with some 
confidence that they have as a body, and in numerous individua 

cases, been found equal to the situation. Inspired, perhaps, by the 
presence and predominance of a vast leading capability for elaborate 
exposition, combined with singular clearness and completeness, at 
least when these qualities were necessary and demanded by the 
tactics of the occasion, our representatives have quitted them. 
selves in a manner which ought to give satisfaction to their several 
constituencies and to the country in the gross. One thing will 
be universally admitted—that, meeting in Session at a much earlier 
period than usual, they have fairly earned for themselves that 
brief holiday which they are about to enjoy. 

In the period which has elapsed since the 24th of January there 
have been debates on foreign affairs, including questions relating 
to Savoy, Tuscany, Switzerland, and China. Another section of 
discussion has been occupied by the Bill for the Amendment of the 
Representation of the People, although on the whole, and looking 
to the importance of the subject, the most scanty justice, and 
certainly the least heartiness, have been coincident with the con- 
sideration of that question. The financial measures of the 
Government, with their wide ramifications, and the cognate and 
inseparable nubject of the Commercial Treaty, have necessarily 
occupied the main portion of the time of the House of Commons 
Nevertheless, in the midst of these large and, on the face of 
them, engrossing questions, there has intervened a crowd of 
miscellanies, among which may be enumerated Law Reform, 
the Purchase System in the Army, the Organisation of the Indian 
Army, the Ballot, Church Rates, Endowed Schools, the question 
of the differences between Masters and Operatives, an attempt 
to apply the principle of the Factories Acts to other branches of

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manufacturing labour, Coolie immigration to our West India 
colonies, the vexed questions of Bribery and Corruption at elections, 
reform of the Corporation of London, and the introduction of 
the Army and Navy estimates. As a specimen of Parliamentary 
exertion we may make a slight stat istical statement, and mention 
that between the 25th of February and the 31st of March no less 
than sixteen debates of various 1 engths have been devoted by Par- 
liament as a body to the consideration of foreign affairs, of which 
twelve have turned exclusively on the annexation of Savoy, one 
has related to Central Italy, and more especially to Tuscany, one 
to Switzerland, and two to China. If these have been in reality 
only episodes, and bear but a small comparison with the regular set 
consideration of affairs immediately connected with our internal 
and domestic affairs, may we not venture on the assertion that in 
their conduct during the first three months of the Session of 1860 
the Legislature has deserved well of the country. 

Nevertheless, though much has been done, still more remains to 
do. In the critical weeks which will elapse between the Easter 
vacation and Whitsuntide it is more than probable that the Legisla- 
ture will be specially called upon to show its aptitude for work and 
ite capability of statesmanship. There is no doubt that Parlia. 
ment has an immense amount of labour yet to encounter, and it 
is only by great diligence and a very considerable amount of 
personal abnegation that the early promise of the Session will 
generate into fruit. It is impossible to say whether circumstances 
may not occur which will introduce new elements of discussion, 
and greatly enlarge the sphere and circle of the responsibilities of 
our Government and our representatives. Hitherto foreign affaira 
have been dealt with from a comparatively abstract point of view. 
Who shall say that the ruling powers of this country may 
not ere long be called on to deal with them in the most 
practical sense? If, happily, no such eventuality should intervene 
there will be more than enough left to give ample opportunity 
to our Senate to chow to the country that the reform of the chief 
institution of England is more a matter of principle than of 
personal necessity; and that if the growing intelligence of the 
people and the increase of population render it but just that the 
privileges of representation should be extended, yet that it does 
not follow that the existing representatives of the country in 
Parliament, taken as a whole and as a class, are wanting in 
the qualifications demanded of them, It is in the power of those 
who now enjoy the honour of being members of Parliament to 
prove that in the event of a new election, under circumstances 
which wil! cause a large addition to the franchise, it will not be 
neceesary, or even expedient, to make any radical change in what 
may be called the personal constitution of the House of Commons. 
It depends on themselves, and on their development of those 
qualities of prudence, justice, and common-sense, unmixed with 
baser motives, in ghe conduct of the important business of this 
year, whether the bulk of the members of the present Parliament 
will earn a title to their recognition as claimants for places in 
any new council of the nation which may be about to . be 
established, 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 

The Mediterranean squadron left Toulon on Saturday last for 
Italy. M. Laity has been sent on an extraordinary mission to 
Savoy. 

Last Saturday the Emperor passed the troops forming the 
garrison of Paris in review, M. de Schouvaloff, the Emperor of 
Russia’s adjutant, being present. 

Count Tascher de la Pagerie, First Chamberlain to the Empress, 
has begun issuing invitations for a fancy ball, which her Majesty will 
give on the 17th, at the hotel of the Duchess D’Albe. 

The Budget of 1861 has been presented to the Corps Lozgislatif. 
The receipts aro estimated at 1,545,000,000f., and the expenses at 
1,844,000, 000f. 

“* We are reliably informed,” says the Journal de Charleroi, ** that 
a treaty of commerce between France and Belgium will be signed in 
a fewdays. We hear tha‘ the duty on Belgian cast-iron will be fixed 
at 2f. the 400 kilos., and that the system of reciprocity is to be ad- 
mittcd for the plate glass manufactures of the two countries.” 

The Moniteur of Monday pubiishes a decree giving a second warn- 
ing to the Ami de la Religion, for an article of the Ab9¢ Sisson, which 
contained a formal attack against the Concordat. 

The Municipal Council of Paris, in its sitting of Saturday, ratified 
the acceptance, by the Preferv of the Seine, of the cession by the 
State to the city of the park of Monceaux. 

The Echo del’ Oise states that the Emperor has given orders for the 
erection of a statue of Joan of Arc at Compitgne, on the spot oppo- 
site the old bridge, where sho was taken prisoner by the English on 
May 23, 1430. The statue will be executed after the famous work of 
the Princess Marie of Orleans. < 

The Belgian papers describo the contents of a circular which the 
Freoch Minister of Foreign Affairs has recently addressed to French 

abroad relative to Belgium. M. Thouvenel remarks, tha’ of 

two anti-French combinations established in '15, one} the transfer 

of the French slopes to Sardinia, has just been rectified; while the 

other, the foundation of the kingdom of the Netherlands, was rec- 

tified in 1831 by the separation of Belgium from Holland, and the 

creation of the jan monarchy, the neutrality of which, guaranteed 

bv Europe, is of great interest to France.

According to the French the elections in Faucigny and 
Chablais have turned in the proportion of five to six in favour of 
annexation to France. 

The French troops entered Nice on Sunday, and the accounts of 
their reception vary according to the source whence they proceed. 
The Moniteur says that the troops were received with enthusiasm by 
the people, who strewed flowers before them; but the “ National 
Committee” of Nice declare that the attitude of the population was 
cold, and that in the evening disturbances were suppressed. 


SWITZERLAND. 

The Federal Council of Switzerland has informed the National 
Assembly by message of the annexation of Savoy to Franco and of 
the dangers involved in that act. The Assembly take precisely the 
fame view, and promise the Council support in whatever measures 
they may consider necessary to maintain the true and absolute 
neutrality of the northern provinces of Savoy. At present the 
Federal Council is endeavouring to bring this about through the 
agency of the Great Powers; and Russia, Austria, and Prussia, as 
well as England, are said, by a telegram from Berne, to have declared 
their readiness to take part in a European Conferencs respecting 
the position in which Switzerland is placed by the annexation of 
Savoy to France. 

On Wednesday the National Council, by 106 against 3 votes, and 
the Council of State unanimously, voted the extraordinary powers 
demanded by the Federal Council. 

A second note of M. Thouvenel to the Swiss Federal Council 
declares that the Emperor Lou's Napoleon “has no thought of 
altering any of the legitimate provisions on which depend the 
neutrality of Switzerland.” The treaty 4 which King Victor Emmanuel 
ceded Savoy to France provides that the French Emperor shall coms 
to an understanding respecting the neutralised districts with 
Switzerland and with the Powers which signed the treaties of 
Vienna, M. Thouvenel thinks that this arrangement should “‘ com- 
pletely reassure the Federal Council;” but neither the arrangement 
nor M. Thouvenel's second note prevented the Swiss Council from pro- 
testing against any French occupation of the neutralised districts, or 
from soliciting the convocation of an European Congress. 

The Federal Council have resolved to ‘send a Commissioner to 
Geneva, in order to place the Geneva contingent under the command 
of Colonel Ziegler. Switzerland has notified to the Powers that sha 
will take energetic measures against any excesses. 

Yesterday week about 150 men (Savoyards and members of the 
Horticultural Society) seized upon the steam-boat Aigle, and made 
for Thonon.

ITALY. 
THE KINGDOM OF UPPER ITALY. 

The Session of the Sardinian Chambers was opened on Monday by 
King Victor Emmanuel. His Majesty entered the hall of the Senate 
amidst indescribable applause, and delivered a speech in which he 
declared that the repulse of the Austrian invasion and the freedom 
of Lombardy and Central Italy were attributable to the aid of a 
** magnanim us ally,” to the valour of the French and Italian sol- 
diers, and to the concord of the people. The gratitude of present ani 
future generations was due to France for the welfare of Italy. It 
was necessary to make some sacrifice, and he had made that which 
was ‘‘dearest to his heart.” He had concluded a treaty ceding 
Savoy and Vice te France; reserving, however, the approval of the 
Sardinian Parliament and the rights of Switzerland. If the Pope 
should employ spiritual weapons in defi of temporal interests, 
Victor Emmanuel would know how to maintain the civil liberty and 
authority which he owed only to God and his people. ‘The most 
urgent measures required for the consolidation of the new State 
would be immediately submitted to the Chambers, and progressive 
liberty would renew the prosperity and vigour of Italy, which mast 
no longer be a field for foreign ambition, but must be the “ Ltaly of 
tho Italians.” 

It is currently ramoured at Turin that the new kingdom is to be 
divided into six large Governments—viz., Piedmont, Lom ardy, 
Parma, Modena, Tuscany, and Romagna. 

Sardinian troops have entered Fiorence, where Prince Carignan has 
issued a proclamation, treating the annexation in the light of the 
movement for Italian unity. 

The protest of Austria against the annexation of Central Italy to 
Piedmont has been delivered to Couns Cavour by the Count Brassief 
de St. Simon, the Prussian Minister at Turin. Count Cavour has 
announced to Count Brassier de St. Simon that the answer of Sardinia 
will be forwarded through the Prussian Embassy at Vienna. 

The Grand Duke of Tuscany, who resides at Dresden, has addressed 
a protest, dated March 24, to all the Coarts of Europo against the 
annexation of his States to Piedmont, 


ROMB. 

The Pope has at length resorted to spiritual arms against the 
revolted Romagnese aad their abettors. A “major excommunica- 
tion” against all who have oy eens aided, or counselled rebellion, 
invasion, or usurpation, in the Romagna, was published and plazarde1 
on Thursday week at Rome. This document has been accompanied 
by a protest against the annexation of the Legations to Sardinia, 
and forwarded to all the foreign Envoys resident in Rome. 

The persons arrested at Rome on the occasion of the late riot have 
been set at liberty, as the official journal announces without any 
further comment, on the recommendation of General Goyon and the 
other French officers. 

General Lamoricitre has, on the invitation of the Pope, departed 
for Rome, to take the command of the Holy Father'sarmy. The 
Opinion Nationale states that the chief command of the Papal 
troops was offered to General ce before General de Lamo- 
ricitre was mentioned, but declined. 

The Constitutionnel, treating of the possibility of the departure of 
the French army from Rome, says :—‘ It has always been admitted 
that we could not remain indefinitely at Rome. The Roman Govera- 
ment having ap to desire our departure, France waits only 
that the safety of the Pope be assured, but will not leave Rome until 
replaced by the army of an Italian Power. Negotiations with Naples 
have been spoken of, and if the course of events should lead to such 
an end France certainly will not raise any obstacle.” 

In case of its evacuation by the French Rome will be occupied by 
the Pontifical troops. Neapolitan troops will enter the Marches. 
At Ancona 2000 men of the Papal army are concentrated.

PRUSSIA. 

The Brussels Jndépendance states that Queen Victoria is exoected 
at Berlin towards the end of June, This journey is principally to be- 
attributed,” says the Indépendance, ‘‘ to the happy event expected to 
take place in the month of July in the family of Prince Frederick 
William, her son-in-law.” 

The magistrates and authorities of Berlin having presented the 
Prince Regent with an address on his birthday, his Royal Highness 
returned a reply, in which he says :—‘‘ The severe sufferings which 
by God's inscrutable will, have m upon our King and lord, and 
which you with me deeply deplore, continue unchanged, and still 
impose upon me the heavy duty of guiding the reins of Government. 
With you I implore the Almighty that, if storms should rage around 


- us, I may succeed in quelling them. I have seen with pleasure that 


you recognise my exertions for the welfare of Prussia and for the 
whole of Germany, which are unremitted for the true unity and pre« 
servation of both, and will ever so remain. As King and people in 
Prussia were always one when the cares of the period drew near to 
them, £0 will the people show this in our day, and the capital will 
give an illustrious example,” 


SPAIN. 

There has been a revolutionary outbreak in Spain. General 
Ortego, with 3000 men, has pronounced for the Legitimist Pretender, 
Don Carlos. According to a despatch received at the Spanish 
Embassy General Ortega, Commander of the Balearic Isles, em- 
barked the troops under his command and disembarked them near 
Tortcse. As soon as the troops obtained knowledge of his project- 
they refused to follow him, and General Ortega was obliged to take 
to flight pursued by his soldiers, who have maintained faithful to the 
Queen. Ger eral Ortega is still at large, but is being closely pursued. 
Perfect tranquillity prevails everywhere. Private advices say that 
General Concha sent oe against General Ortega, and that other 
troops were also dispatched from all parts of Spain to suppress the 
movement. The insurrection met with little sympathy. Ssyeral 
Joyal addresses have been forwarded to the Queen. ‘The Bank of 
Barcelona has offered 40,000,000 to the Government, 

The official Madrid Gazetie publishes the preliminaries of peace 
agreed upon between Spain and Morocco. Morocco cedes to Spain 
the whole territory from the sea to the hollow road of Anghera, and 
also a certain portion of territory at Santa Cruz. The convention of 
1859 referring to Melilla, Penon, and Albucenas is ratified. An in- 
demnity of twenty millions of piasters is to be paid to Spain. 
Tetuan will be kept by Spain until this payment is effected. 
treaty of commerce is also to be concluded guaranteeing privileges to 
Spain as to the most favoured nation. A representative of Spain and 
a missionary establishment to be permitted at Fez. The treaty of 
pepe is to be signed at Tetuan before the 25th of April. All hosti- 
ities to cease. The Spanish army, however, to be allowed to chastise 
the Kabyles. 

TURKEY, 

A corps-d’armée has left Monastir to encamp between Mon‘enezro 
and Servia. The son of Prince Milosch has refused to come to 
Constantinople to receive his investiture. 

The Governorof Candia has imprisoned forty two Greek priests who 
had declared themselves Catholics, The Ambassador of France has 
interceded in their behalf, and has invoked religious liberty, which 
has been promised. 

UNITED STATES. 

The proceedings in the Senate have bsen entirely of a national 
character. A bill for the construction of fifty steam ships adapted 
to the African coast, for the suppression of the slave trads ; a joint 
resolution, authorising the President to negotiate with other nations 
for the right of search within 200 miles of the wostern coast of Africa; 
and an order instructing the Judiciary Committee to report a bill 
substituting imprisonment for life instead of death, and applying the 
poany to persons fitting out slave-ships, were offered or introduced 

y Mr. Wilson. 

The Washington correspondence of the New York: Herald reports that 
the settlement of Spanish claims had given rise to the statement 
relative to the salo of Cuba to the United States. 

Washington letters state that the Senate had a short exom tive 
session onthe 20th ult., and had taken preliminwy measures with 
the view of resuscitating the Nicaragu Treaty, which was recently 
rejected. Much feeling is said to prevail about the rejection, as it 
upsets the calculations of sixteen years, as well as the Treaty of 
Nicaragua with Great Britain, and the understanding between 
the United States and Great Britain. The Republicans refused to 
ratify the treaty, in consequence of the Administration and its sup- 
porters insisting on inserting and retaining in it the clause by whish 
the President, and not Congress, should determine on the use of armed 
force. Letters from Washington also state that Mr. M‘Lane, aes 
refused to act upon discretionary or general orders, had receive 
emphatic and explicit instructions to land troops at Vera Cruz for 
the protection of the American Consulate, and citizens, and property. 
It is stated that, on the 24th of May and 30th of July last, he was 
authorised to offer 10,000,000 dollars for Lower California and the 
right of way from the Rio Grande to Mazatlan, and from.Arizona to 
Guaymas ; but that, Juarez desiring a separate treaty for this object, 
the negotiation or through.

Overland advices from California are to the 28th of February. 
A well-known citizen of San Francisco is stated to have paid 35,000 
dollars for a claim extending over only sixty feet at the Washoe gold- 
mine, where the excitement continued unabated. : 

The advices from Oregon are to the 28th of January. An atrocious 
massacre of defenceless Indians was perpetrated by a band of fort 
white men on the 26th. It was estimated that had been killed, 
and the only reason was that they were suspected of having furnished 
the warlike Indians with arms. 

A bill for the abolition of capital punishment was before the New 
York Legislature. 1t had passed a third reading by a majority of 
more than two to one. 2 

A terrible affair had taken place on board an oyster-sloop ia New 
York Bay.

AUSTRALIA, 


MELBOURNE, Feb, 17,—In Parliament the Land Bill is progressing. 
The estimates were nearly voted, and the bill to authorise the pur- 
chase of the Geelong Railway was to be brought in on the evening 
of the departure of the mails, The Government has ageead to the 
alteration in the mail route on the condition of other colonies 
sharing the expenses. The formation of a volunteer corps is pro- 
gressing. A merchant named Duffy has been committed to prison 
for extensive forgeries. There has been a great fire at Creswick. 
The gold receipts have decreased 30,000 ounces as compared with 
the same period last year. Victoria has won the cricket mate. by 
sixty-nine runs, 

Sypngy, Feb. 17.—Parliament met on the 24th of January. Mr. 
Cooper, the Speaker, has resigned, and Mr. Murray is unanimously 
elected in his place, and the bringing forward of the estimates has 
been postponed. Extensive frauds have been discovered in the 
storekeeper’s department. The officials have been suspended in 
consequence. An increased subsidy for tho alteration of the mail 
route has been refused. Great floods have caused the destruction of 
a large amount of property. The railway works are progressing 
satisfactorily. 

Advices from Adelaide are to the 18th of February. Parliament 
is prorogued until the 3rd of April. 


CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


The Norman arrived at Plymouth on Sunday, with advices to the 
2ist of February. Her cargo, valued at £12,000,%included 239 bales 
of wool, 200 casks of wine, and ostrich feathers worth.£2000. 

The disease in the vine has not been so extensive as was first 
expected, 

In the Graaf-Reinet division the loss of stock by the late drought 
is estimated at £100,000. 

Much squabbling exists among the proprietors of the Cape Town 
and Wellington Railway, and little progress, comparatively, has 
been made. The proposed Wyneberg Railway and the line from 
Port Elizabeth to Graham's-town are as yet in abeyance, 

a Cape Parliament was further prorogued until the 2lst of 
arcb. 

The Suprome Court has declared Mohammedan marriages solemnised 
withont bans to be illegal—a decision which will affect a large por- 
tion of the colonial population. 

News from the Zambesi missionary party, dated the 4th of Octobor, 
atates that they are in good health. There is no intelligence from 
Dr. Livingstone ; his wife and family left for England in the Victoria. 





The Empress Dowager of Russia, who has been staying at Nice, 
is rapidly losing her eyetight from cataract. 

The Portuguese Cortes, by 123 against 12 votes, have granted 
to M. Salamanca the privilege of constructing the new Portuguese railways. 

A letter from St. Petersburg, of the 22nd ult., states that Prince 
Gortechakoff, Minister of Forcign Affairs, has sufficiently recovered from 
his recent indisposition to occupy himself partially with business. 

Jaran.—The correspondence between the Home Government 
and Mr. Alcock, her Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, bas just been published. The correspondence dates from June 16, 
1859, to January 7 of the present year. Altogether, there are forty-five 
despatches, which occupy a space of 101 small folio pages. 

A decree of the King of the Belgians appropriates as follows 
the 5 per per cent tax on the net profits of the gaming-housos at Spa :—Of 
the sum so obtained, 65 per cent to the town of Ostend, 25 to Plunken- 
berghe, and 10 to Chaudefontaine. These funds are to be exclusively em- 
ployed in local improvements, under the control of Government. 


A letter from Utah gives an account of a curious social party, 
which began with a prayer by the Prophet Young. Brigham then opened 
the ball by dancing in the first quadrille, and closed it with another prayer. 
The party was confined to the élite of the Church. Tickets, two guineas, 
and the crinoline limited to two specimens for each saint, 

A letter from St. Petersburg says :—‘' Instructions for carrying 
out the abolition of serfdom are being addressed to the authorities. Among 
other things, the Emperor has ordered that tradera, burgesses, and in gene- 
ral all the inhabitants of towns, shall pass into what is called the class of 
free cultivatcrs. Hitherto that had not been permitted.” 


Mexico.—Miramon commenced the siege of Vera Cruz on the 
5th of March, with 6000 men, and a strong siege train. An attack was 
mace on the city on the 7th, which was repulsed. The steamers (encral 
Miramon and Marquay, which left Havannah toaid Miramon, were captured, 
after a short rctistance, by the American sloop-of-war Saratoga, off Vera 
Cruz, after refusing to show colours, and firing on the American flag. The 
steamers were taken to New Orleans. During the engagement the twe 
steamers hoisted the Spanish flag. The American loss amounted to three 
wounded ; that of the Mexicans was fifteen killed and twenty-five wounded. 
The American Minister had been instructed to land a force for the protec: 
tion of American citizens. Entrance had been refused to two flags of truce 
sent by Miramon to the British and French Consuls, According to a tele- 

m from New Orleans the rf of Vera Cruz was bombarded by General 

iramon’s forces on the 13th ult., but the bombardment produced 
little effect. On the following day, it is added General Miramon 
abandoned his troops, and sought safety on board a French man-of-war, as 
the city of Mexico declared against his party, and as he feared that his 
soldiers would desert him, and betray him into the hands of his opponents 
The New Orleans Delta states that the English Foreign Secretary has endea- 
voured to mediate between the hostile parties in Mexico. Lord John Russell 
proposed an armistice between them, and an accommodation on the basis 
of a general amnesty and religious toleration ; adding that if his proposal 
were rejected, England wouid enforce from both parties alike the repiration 
due to British subjects for the outrages committed upon them. Miramon, 
we are told, showed some disposition to accept these proposals, but they 
were summarily rejected by Juarez. 


OrrictaL Pargrs on Savoy.—In the House of Commons on 
Monday night Lord John Russell placed upon the table some further cor- 
vespondence with reference to the offairs of Italy, and made a statement 
in explanation. This correspondence contains Lord John Russell’s reply 
to M. Thouvenel’s despatch explaining the grounds upoa which France 
required the annexation of Savoy. Lord John denies that France could 
with any reason apprehend danger to her frontier from the increase which 
has just been effected in the territory and population of Sardinia. He 
observes that if France, which is se strong in her population and resources, 
and is placed so advantageously for defence, asserts the necessity of 
«< iling her neighbours, then no State can be safe. He says :—‘ Her 
Majosty’s Government must be allowed to remark that a demand for 
eossion.cf a neighbour’s territory made by a State so powerful as France, 
amd wihase former azd not very remote policy of territorial aggrandissment 
brought countless calamities upon Europe, cannot fail to give umbraze to 
every State interested in the balance of power and in the maintenance of the 
genexal peace. Nor can that umbrage be diminished by the grounds on 
which the claim is founded ; because, if a great military Power like France 
is to despand the territory of a neighbour u its own theory of what 
constitutes geographically its proper system of defence, it is evident that 
no State could be secure from the ions of a more powerful neigh- 
bour ; that might and not right would henceforth be the rule to determine 
territorial possession, and tkat the integrity and independence of the 
smaller States of Europe would be placed in perpetual jeopardy.” M. 
‘Thouvenel, in his reply, dated March 26, after asserting that Lord John 
Rusceli’s despatch has not the character of a protest, and that “this 
divergence dces not constitute an oppossion of a nature to affect the 
relatsons of the Cabinets of Paris and Londou,” declares that the Emperor's 
Govermment attached the greatest importarce to the preserving of the 
neutrality of Switzerland, and quotes that cliuse of the treaty just con- 
eluded with Sardinia which pledges the Emp*ror to come to an under- 
standing on the question of the neutralised por‘ions of Savoy wits the 
Powers who were repreacated at the Congress of Vieuna 





METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The disinfectant used for deodorising the Thames this summer 
will probably be the percbloride of iron; and the cost of this material is 
estimated at something under £3000.

StatveE or Genera Sim H. Havetockx.—The model for the 
intended statue of Sir Henry Havelock in Trafalgar-square has been com- 
pleted by Mr. Behnes, the sculptor, and has been exhibited in his studio. 
The hgure stands about twelve fect high, and is calm, erect, simple, and 
composed ; and is described as being every way worthy of the Lawrence of 
sculptors. The statue is expected to be placed on its site, the eastern side 
of Trafalgar-equare, in the month of August. 


PARLIAMENTARY CoMMITTEE ON PousBiic InstrTUTIONS.—The 
Select Committee on Public Institutions have agreed upon their report. It 
recommends the opening of portions of the British Museum and of tho 
National Gallery, and other similar institutions, on certain evenings of the 
week, froma ecven to ten, in order to render them available for the working 
classes ; and mentions with satisfaction the progress of the half-holiday 
and early-closing movements, 


BattrrsEA Pank.—The alterations, enlargement, and improve- 
ment of the large thcet of ornamental water, or lake, are nearly completed, 
and will add greatly to the beauty and interest of the landscape by which it 
is surrounded. The rose garden, flower-beds, a grotto, and gymnasium are 
aleo nearly finished, and will soon be opened for the inspection and free use 
ofthe public. A drinking-fountain or two will shortly be erected in con 
venient spots in the beautiful gardens now forming in the centre of the park. 


Mr. J. Forster, seventy-six years of age, and who for some time 
past has been under restraint, attempted suicide last 8 rturday at the house 
ot his nephew, Mr. C. Forster, M.P., in Great Queen-strect, Westminster. 
Whilst Mr. and Mrs. C. Forster were conversing with him in his room the 
unfortunate gentleman, who was walking up and down, suddenly threw up 
the window, and, leaping out, fell upon the iron rails and thence to the 
pavement, He was found to be most seriously injured and insensible. 


Tae Brunet MemortaL —A numerous meeting of the friends 
of the late Mr. Brunel, presided over by the Earl of Sheiburne, was held 
yesterday week for the purpose of determining the form which the pro- 
posed memorial should take. An opinion was expressed in favour of 
erecting a monument in St. Paul’s Cathedral; but the meeting generally 
was in favcur of a bronze statue, to be erected in some great public 
thoroughfare. A resolution to this effect was adopted, and the committee 
were empowered to carry it out. 

Tue Rev. C. H. Srurncron’s Metroronitan Tapernacie.—A 
public meeting was held on Monday evening, in New Park-street Chapel, 
for the purpose of hearing a etatement as to the progress of the building 
fund for the erection of the metropolitan tabernacle for the Rev. Mr. 
Spurgeon, now in progress, and for adopting measures to obtain addi- 
tional subscriptions. Mr. Cock, the secretary, read a statement of the 
building-fund up to the present time, from which it appeared that there 
had been received £18,004 188. 2d. They had still to make up a sum of 
£12,000 to complete the erection—£2000 of that having been promised on 
condition of the congregation making up certain sums. 

Tae Cuarce or Brawiine acatst Mr. Roster.—In the 
Consistory Court, on Tuesday, the charge against Mr. Robert Rosier of 
brawling and interrupting the services at St. George’s-in-the East, on the 
14th of August, was proceeded with. The evidence for the promoter went 
to show that on the 14th of August, during a riot in the church, Mr. Burana, 
one of the Curates, fell down in a fit, whereupon Rosier exclaimed, *‘ It’s a 
judgment from God upon him ; God has struck him dead.” Various other 
instances of “interruption” were specified. The defendant's witnesses 
flatly ccntradicted the evidence offered on behalf of the Rev. Bryan King, 
and the Judge reserved judgment until the 17th inst. 


Purirication oF THe Serrentine.—The Select Committe® 
appointed to inquire into the best means of cleansing the Serpentine have 
sentin their report. ‘ After much patient investigation (they say) we have 
arrived reluctantly at the conclusi n that the proposed filtration will not 
be effectual for the desired object, and that this cleanring process ought vot 
to be carried on in one of the most beautiful spots of Kensinzton-gardens. 
We recommend, therefore, that the project of filtration be abandoned, and 
that the best available supply of fresh water be poured in to such aa exteat 
as to produce some continual flow. Whenever the Metropolitan Board hive 
completed their works for the diversion of sewerage from the Serpentine 
measures should be taken for rendering the bed of the lake clean and 
hard.” 

Bintus and Deatus.— Last week the births of 1018 boys and 
941 girls (in all 1959 children) were registered in London. _ In the ten corre- 
sponding weeks cf the years 1850-59 the average number was 1538.—— 
Last week the mortality was exceedingly high. The deaths, which were 
in the first week of March 1397, have during the rest of the month shown a 
constant increase ; for they were 1563 and 1611 in the two following weeks, 
and they further rose in the week that ended last Saturday to 1708. In the 
ten ycars 1850-59 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding 
with last week was 1382. Eleven persons, all women except one, died at 
the age of 90 years and upwards, of whom one had attained the great age 
of 101 ycars. A man died in the almshouse*, Fulham-fields, at the age of 
87 years, who bad assisted at the victory obtained by Lord Howe on June 1, 
1794. Nine children dicd by accidental suffocation, seven of these in bed. 
Thirtecn persons died by burns and scalds :—A varnish-maker from turpen- 
tine taking fire ; a labourer at a distillery fell into boiling muriate of lime; 
a fermale servant was burnt when in a fit; two children of labourers, cach 
aged three years, from theirclothes taking fire; also, from the same cause, the 
daughter labourer and the ee of a general dealer ; the daughter 
of a dock labourer was burnt from being left alone in the room.

Lecture By M. Lovis Branc.—On Tuesday morning M. Louis 
Blanc delivered a lecture in English on ‘‘The Mysterious Personages and 
Agencies in France towards the end of the Eighteenth Century,” at the 
Fyre Arms Assembly-rooms, St. John’s-wood. The Lecturer begin by 
pointing out that the love of the marvellous prevailed in France during the 
age of rationalism, and entered into details respecting the successful 
impostures of the Count St. Germain, who —— among other things, 
that he had lived many hundred years, had been on intimate terms with 
Francis L., and received delicate commissions from Henry VIII. and the 
Emperor Charles V. Yet people believed in him, flocked to him, courted 
him. Madame de Pompadour was one of his devotees, Louis XV. invited 
him to Versailles, and even the sceptical Voltaire declared that he knew 
everything. The lecturer next touched upon the marvels of Mesmer, 
iving a picturesque account of the scenes that occurred at his bouse in 
aris, to which persons affected with all kinds of diseases flocked by thou 
sands to be cured by the magic fluid. The second part of the lectiire was 
almost entirely occupied by a graphic sketch of the career of Cagliostro, 
and of the “eT effect his pretended powers exercised in France. M. 
Louis Blanc did not agree, he said, with the judgment passed upon this 
remarkable man by Mr. Carlyle. He was something more than a low 
swindler and common cheat. He was a decciver, certainly, and for that 
dererved to be branded; but he had a higher aim than that of merely 
dazzling the vulgar; he wished to disseminate the doctrine of the IUu- 
minuti, that strange society springing out of Masonry, and having for its 
ultimate objects the overthrow of Jesuitiem and the improvement of the

GREAT FIRE AT BRIDGF- 
TOWN, BARBADOES. 
A LARGE and valuable portion of 
the city of Bridgetown, Setadom, 
has been laid in ruins. On the 
morning of the 14th of February 
a destructive fire passed over it, 
sweeping away the principal 
business establishments, and, in 
many instances, entire districts. 
The cathedral was much injured 
from the explosions around, Tra- 
falgar-square, its greatest orna- 
ment, is utterly destroyed. ‘I'he 
loss’ of property is estimated at 
£300,000, and only £30,000 is said 
to be insured.

The island of Barbadoes, one 
of the Carribbees, is the most 
easterly of the West India Islands. 
It is about twenty-one miles in 
length and fourteen in breadth, 
and most of its land is under 
cultivation. It lies twenty leagues 
east of St. Vincent, which may 
be seen on a clear day; twenty- 
five from St. Lucia; and twenty- 
| eight south-east of Martinico. 
The houses of the planters are very 
numerous along the country, 
which, with the luxuriant pro- 
ductions of the sol, and the 
gently-swelling hills, form a de- 
lightful scene. Barbadoes appears 
to have declined both in its popu- 
lation and in its trade. This de- 
cline is ascribed to the succession 
of dreadful hurricanes with which 
this, with the other West India 
Islands, has been visited. In 
August, 1675, Barbadoes was 
visited by an awful hurricane. 
Neither tree nor house was left 
standing, except a few, sheltered 
by some hill or cliff, and the 
whole face of the country ox- 
hibited one scene of desolation, 
while the coast was strewed 
with wrecks, and many lives 
were lost at sea and on shore. 
The capital of the island had 
scarcely risen from the ashes 
to which it had been reduced, 
when it was torn from its founda- 
tions, and the whole country 
made a scene of desolation, by 
the storm of the 10th of October, 
1780, in which above 4000 
of the inhabitants miserably 
perished, and the damage of

badoes was settled in the year leat by the Eazlish. Ina 1627 
the island was made over, by patent, to tho Earl of Carlisle, 
who afterwards conveyed this right to Lord Willoughby. After 
the Restoration the legislation of the island was vested in ths 
Crown. Barbadoes is the residence of the Goveraor-Genoral of all 
the British Windward Islands, and the see of a Bishop with authority 
over the same. 

Bridgetown, the capital, is situated on Carlisle Bay, at the south- 
west end of the island; it is too ates to ae aod halt oa 
wide.

Tue alterations which have been proposed in reference to the 
stamp on newspapers have caused some discussion and some remon- 
strance to the Chancellor of the Exchequer on one or two points. 
The entire abolition of the impressed stamp bears on the face 
of it an aspect of simplicity and freedom, which is very 
taking in the abstract. It sounds well in its relation to that 
which is called the removal of all taxes on knowledge, inasmuch 
as all connection between stamps and newspapers resolves itself 
into a postal question. Of course complaints are made with 
regard to the loss of the privilege of retransmission which existed 
when a stamp was impressed on a journal; but, on the whole, it 
does not seem that in this respect there is any very reasonable 
ground for objection to the new state of things which is antici- 
pated. At the same time it is one of the indications, 
which are becoming tolerably palpable, of a design on the 
part of the Post Office, if not exactly to place obstructions 
in the way of the transmission of newspapers through the post, 
certainly to discourage that transmission, and by so much to 
diminish the labour of the department. No one, of course, wishes 
to press unduly on a service which is, on the whole, well performed ; 
but it seems as if the intervention of the question of revenue, 
which in the case of the Post Office forms an item of importance in 
the year, was tending to cripple efficiency and to cause a struggle 
to circumscribe the amount of work required to be done. The time 
has been when newspapers were treated in the same manner as 
letters, and their dispatch and delivery were conducted on the 
same plan. Now, however, it is sought to subject them to the 
regulations of the book post, which tends to delay and irregularity 
in delivery ; and, in truth, it would almost seem as if entire loss 
and nontransmission of these troublesome journals was not con 
sidered a8 a very serious offence by the authorities, 





One result of the abolition of the impreased stamp and the 
substitution of a postage-label on all newspapers sent through the 
post will be that a proportionate revenue will go direct to 
the Post Office, which, when the impressed stamp gave the 
privilege of what was called free transmission, went to swell 
the gains of another department. Why should there not, then, be 
afforded a corresponding facility of transit to papers which pry as 
directly to the Post Office as a letter? The revenue derived from 
this source ought to be applied to increasing the capabilities of 
the office, by adding to the staff and the other means of con- 
ducting the required business of that which is, after all, a branch 
of the public service in which the public convenience ought to be 
the first consideration. The device of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer by which he proposes to establish a three halfpenny 
adhesive stamp to cover the postage of newspapers which weigh 
more than four ounces is very objectionable on the ground that 
it will act directly as a penalty on, and an obstruction to, the free 
transmission of journals which come within that category. The 
fact is that the excess of weight in newspapers of that class is 
only a question of an ounce or so, and the consequent increase of 
bulk is simply inappreciable. There is no sufficient reason why a 
penny stamp should not suffice for the postal charge of any news- 
paper simply because the excess over four ounces is seldom, if ever, 
anything to speak of. It is to be hoped that this matter will be 
reconsidered, that the subject generally of the transmission of 
newspapers through the post will be examined with a view toa 
thorough reorganisation of the system, and the removal of all 
obstacles to the regular dispatch and delivery of a class of missives 
which we believe the public think, judging from the opinions 
that are continually expressed, worthy of the utmost attention on 
the part of the Post Office. 


Pan.iaMENT has risen for the Easter holidays, leaving the Budget 
partially incomplete, and the Reform Bill undebated to any great 
extent, if we take into consideration the Conservative announce.

Church rates, and the very important Bankruptcy Bill, have also 
to be disposed of, to say nothing of smaller measures, as the 
Sunday Trading Bill, the Irish Improvement Bill, and the 
Children’s Relief Bill, all of which require careful handling. We 
have, indeed, had but little manufacture of law as yet this 
Seesion; but the debates, both on attempted legislation and on 
foreign affairs, have been interesting, and frequently important, 
and the country will not decide that the earlier portion of the 
Parliamentary season has been wasted, 

So begin the holidays. Every kind of amusement is in 
preparation for the non-political world. Next week opens both 
the London Operas, and, of course, all the theatres. Meantime 
the unfortunate actors and actresses are, as usual, made the 
victims of the week before Easter, and made so in the most 
ridiculous manner. There may be no performance of dramas, 
but any performer who likes to take a theatre and read a play, 
or give any imitations, or comic or other songs, or otherwise to 
entertain audiences, may do so, and the rule of Lord Chamber- 
lainship is merely to exclude from the boards such frivolous 
authors as Shakspeare, Addison, Otway, and Knowles, and throw 
the stage open to jugglers, conjurors, lecturers, impersonators, 
trained dogs and monkeys, blackfaced minstrels, acrobats, and 
similar improvers of the popular mind; while the salaries of all 
the dramatic artists are suspended, it not occurring to a manager 
to pay people whom he employs at rehearsals only. We think 
there are certain occasions when both the religious sense and the 
general feeling of society demands that a similar observance to 
that of the Sunday should be exacted in all quarters; but the 
ridiculous inconsistency that puts down the legitimate drama, and 
robs its professors, while every absurdity is tolerated on the 
boards, is one of those things which simply require occasional ex- 
posure, and must soon be done away with, like the dramatic 
licensing system itself, which insults the public by prescribing its 
amusements, and implying that English audiences would patronise 
demoralising entertainments if officials did not interfere. 

May we hope that it will read, fifty years hence, like a piece of 
unjustifiable satire, invented by the exaggerating mind of some 
Juvenal in London, that a great deputation attended one of the 
Queen’s Ministers, in 1860, to urge upon the Government the 
necessity of adopting some measure to prevent ‘mercantile 
enterprise” from being so very enterprising as to pursue a system 
of false marks and false measures, in order to cheat the public? 
Posterity will, we trust, think that the report was only a skit, 
and that though the small traders in and about what is now the 
New-cut, and may then be Leopold-street or Beatrice-road, were 
in the habit of cheating the poor with pieces of lead secreted 
under the gocds scale, or with pewter measures with false bottoms, 
such devices were never practised by respectability. In the hope 
that posterity will be so merciful, and that the bill which is to be 
submitted to the law officers of the Crown will be very effectual, 
we will endeavour to keep up the hallucination, and not damage 
our generation more than we can help in the eyes of our grand- 
children, who will have enough to look dubiously at when they 
compare our police reports with some of our swagger. 

A person named Rosier, who is stated by the witnesses to have 
been very active in promoting the disturbances in St. George's-in- 
the-East, has been brought before Dr. Twiss, the Judge of the 
Consistory Court, for “ brawling.” We have expressed so strongly 
our conviction that all parties to this miserable business were 
wrong—the priests for their struggle for mummery and mil- 
linery, and the ruffianly mob for bringing brutality to put 
down such fellies, and the police authorities for not making 
examples of the rioters—that we may be spared more than a note 
of this new phase of the proceedings. Rosier thought—the 
ignorance of the class who set themselves up as reformers by 
violence is worth noticing—that he was to have a jury, and, of 
course, relied upon the party feeling which finds its way, too 
often, into the jury-box. But the case is heard by a single, dis- 
passionate Judge, who knows nothing of clamours and feelings, 


and will decide upon the evidence and ia conformity with 
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established law. Dr. Twiss’s judgment is reserved until the 17ch 
inst. The Bishop of London, it is stated, is actively interfering 
with the absurdities on the other side. 

Social reformers, who find their great difficulty in removing the 
children of the humbler classes from the evil influences with which 
they are as it were saturated from almost infancy, will not be sur- 
prised to hear that the body which does more than any other to 
amake thieves of the younger population—we mean, of course, the 
marine-store dealers—have an organisation for the purpose of self- 
defence against society. Mr. Henry elicited the fact in hearing a 
case on Tuesday, in which, notwithstanding the defence and the 
ingenuity of the solicitor of the accused, the magistrate committed 
the marine-store dealer for trial, and refused to take bil. The 
association is ludicrously called the “ Marine-store Dealers’ Mutual 
Improvement fociety,” and its object, as frankly explained by its 
advocate, is to defend the members, “not for receiving stolen 
goods specially, but for possession, or anything of that sort.” 
Considering the fearful mischief done by these dealers, whose 
deus, with their vulgar and flaming advertisements, are in 
every obscure nook of easy access by children and servants, 
and who impudently flood our kitchens with their incentives 
to “utilise” everything, no matter how trivial, it-may be 
a question whether this kind of organisation could not be 
advantageously met by another—of a police character. Trans- 
portation for the second offence would surely not be pressing 
% mutual improvement” too forcibly upon the very worst class 
of perzons in the kingdom,—persons who cause more corruption 
of morals in their unhappy districts than a whole brigade of 
schoolmasters and religious teachers can repair. 

No reader of the ILtustratepD Lonpon News will, we trust, 
be indifferent to the fact that the great annual Exhibition of 
British Art is once more being gathered. Tuesday is the last 
day for sending in the pictures and sculpture to’ ‘frafalgar-square 
The impossibility of forming a general impression as to the 
character of the exposition must be evident, and equally evident, 
therefore, the value of “rumour, that the display in May will 
surpass—or fall short of—most previous exhibitions.” But some 
remarkably good men have been working remarkably hard, and 
that is a guarantee for something remarkable. 





THE REVENUE. 


The account for the quarter ending on Saturday last, March 25, 
shows a total increase of more than £5,000,000 as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of last year. Out of this sum about 
£1,300,000 is derived from malt, spirits, and paper. £3,519,000 
are yielded by the income tax, owing to the increased rate, and 
there are small increases under the heads of Stamps, Post Office, and 
Miscellaneous Items. There is adecrease of £363,000 on Customs, 
arising from the operation of the commercial treaty with France. 
Tho total account for the year gives an increaso of £5,612,009. 
The only item experiencing a decrease is that entitled ‘ Miscel- 
laneous,” which last year included a large sum for the sale of old 
surplus stores after the Crimean war. The year’s account exhibits 
an increase of £342,000 on Customs ; this would have beon even 
larger but for the special cause of decrease referred to above, The 
increase is derived from rum, tea, tobacco, and currants. On Excise 
there is an increase of £2,459,000, proceeding from almost every 
item—malt, spirits, paper, and hops showing the largest increase. 
On the year the increase in income tax, owing to the additional 4d. 
impored last year, is £2,912,000. Stamps, Taxes, and Post Offise 
also yield an increage, ‘The whole sum received in the year exceeds 
£71,000,C00, being a million and a half beyond the calculations of 
Mr. Cladstone in July last.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

Major-General Rusgel : The will of the late Major-General Henry Gharles 
Russel, R.A., of Rosemount, Woolwich, has been proved in the London Court 
by the Rev. Matthew Robert Scott, M.A., senior Chaplain, Royal Artillery, 
and Edward H. Green, Esq., of iengeee Herts, the joint executors. 
The will was made on the 8rd of January, 1857, and he died on the 7th of 
March last, of lysis, at the age of seventy-five. He has bequeathed to 
his wife his residence, with all the furniture, absolutely, and directed that 
the sum of £11,000 in the funds in his name at the time of making his will 
should be held in trust for his widow, to receive the interest and dividends 
for her life, and at her death for their four daughters, appointing them 
also residuary legatees.

Didiée, Mario, Tamberlik, Gardoni, Neri-Baraldi, Graziani, Roncoai, 
Teagliafico, and Polonini. Of new comers we are to have Madame 
Csillag, a lady who for some years has beon the prima donna of the 
German Opera in Vienna, ond whose talents are compared to those 
of the great Schroeder Devrient; Mdlle. Rapazzioi, and Mdlle. 
Giudita Sylvia, of neither of whom we know anything; Madame 
Miolan-Carvalho, who ap) ed last season in ‘‘ Dinorah ;” and M. 
Faure, of the Opéra Comique, the original J/oe/ in the above opera. The 
novelties which Mr. Gye promises are ‘‘Stradella,” by Flotow, the 
author of ‘“‘ Martha” and a one-act opera called “‘ Le Nozze di Gian- 
netta,” an Italian version of Victor Massee’s ‘‘ Les Nocesde Jeannette.” 
Cimarosa’s unrivalled ‘‘ Matrimonio Segreto” is to be revived, with 
a strong cast ; and the ‘‘ Prophtte” is to be reproduced with tho 
utmost possible splendour, with Tamberlik in the character of John 
of Leyden, and Csillag in that of Fides.

We need 
scarcely add that Costa, the life and soul of this house, holds his 
accustemed place; nor that the theatre opens on Tuesday next, at 
the same time with Her Majesty’s Theatre. 


The first concert this season of the Royal Academy of Music 
was given on Saturday morning last, at the Institution, in Tenterden- 
street, under the direction of Mr. Lucas, the Principal of the 
Academy. It was an excellent concert, which placed in a very 
advantageous light the talents of several of the young composers and 
performers, The first part of the concert consisted of the 
** Requiem” of Mozart, in memory of the late Earl of Westmoreland, 
whose efforts for the welfare of the Academy ever since its founda- 
tion are well known. ‘The second part was made up of sacrei 
pieces, among which were a MS. song, “Bow down thine ear,”

Agnes Zimmermann ; and a MS. duet, “ Like as the hart,’ com- 

sed by Mr. Baumer (an associate), and sung by Mies Rowcroft and 

r. I. F. Goodban, are entitled to especial notice. The concert-room 
of the institution was crowded to the door with patrons and amateurs 
of music. 


The concert of Mr. Henry Leslie's choir at St. Martin’s Hall on 
Thursday evening last week was a fine selection of ancient and 
modern madrigals and part-songs, admirably executed by a choral 
band, who, under the skilful guidance of their director, still continue 
to advance in proficiency. Among other things of great interest we 
may notice Meyerbeer’s motet “ Pater Noster;” Mendelssohn's 
43rd psalm, “Judge me, O Lord;” the part-song “‘ Welcome, 
Spring,” from Leslie’s new operetta, ‘‘ Romance,” prodacei by the 
Pyne and Harrison company; and Hatton’s part-song for male 
voices, “‘ Those evening bells.” The instrumentalist of the evening

It is not likely that so many of the public favourites will soon 
again be assembled with one purpose within the walls of so magnifi- 
cent a London theatre. That the audience felt this was apparent, 
for each new appearance was greeted with vociferous acclamations, Mr. 
T. P. Cooke, perhaps, receiving the loudest. ‘he admirable effect of 
the union of so much talent was to induce a regret that the existing 
management of theatres, both in principle and fact, precludes the 
pcesibility of a similar combination in favour of the drama in general. 
A theatre is much wanted in which the highest dramatic histri- 
onic genius should be allowed to culminate, That it would be oni- 
nently successful no one with a competent knowledge of the subject 
can doubt for amoment. Appeal in favour of such an opinion might 
be made to the enthusiasm excited on the present occasion, 

It will be recollected that the Dramatic College was founded the 
year before last, and the public will learn with satisfaction that it 
already affords the required support to six or seven suporannuated 
actors and actresses, who, while the buildiags are in progress, recoive 
their allotted pensions. 

Lyceum.—On Saturday Madame Celeste closed her present 
season at this theatre with performances for her bonefit, consisting 
of ‘‘Suzanne; or, the Power of Love;” a new farce by Colonel 
Addison, entitled “117, Arundel-street, Strand ;” and ‘* I'he Abbs 
Vaudreuil.” ‘Tho fair manageress delivered a farowe)l address, in 
which sho stated that “ she had opened the theatre under difficulties 
and discouragement, but with iy nnpe of which she hoped that 
her actual performances had not been unworthy. Although horself 
a French artiste, she had determined to conduct the theatre in an 
English spirit, and produced none but pieces by English writers, On 
the Ist ot October next she would commence a lease of tse theatre 
for a term of years.” The speech was received with well-deserved 
applause. 


ENTERTAINMENTS.—Drama during this week, by the express 
determination of the Lord Chamberlain, has been compelied to mike way 
for an inferior class of amusements. We had hoped that the authorities 
were about to act on more enlightened ideas, and to permit the higher, 
more mcral and intellectus], exhibition to retain the atago during the poriod 
of religious festival. But as yet prejudice continues in the ascendant, and 
we have to report the ueual round of Passion-Weck entertainments. 

We begin with the Haymarket, which, we are happy to say, has pre- 
scnied a rational as well as attractive bill. Miss Amy Bodgwick: ou 
Mcnday, gave us a taste of her quality as a dramatic reader. Her selection 
of pieces was judicious, and displayed her powers in dramatic, descriptive, 
and lyrical declamation. In this way Shakspeare’s ‘* Romeo and Juliet,” 
Tennyson's ‘Lady Clara Vere de Vere,” and “ Balaclava,” Dickens’ 
“ Serjeant Buzfuz,’ and Campbell's *‘ Lochiel'’s Warning,” revoived appro- 
priate illustratim. These composed the first part of the reading; the 
second consisted of Tennyson's ‘‘ Gardener's Daughter,” the two scenes of 
Sir Peter aud Lady Tcacle, the episode of ‘‘Modus and Helen,” and an 
epilogue. ‘This was written for the occasion by Mr. Tom Taylor, with 
allusions to the rifle volunteers. There was ‘‘ample room ani vergo 
enovgh” to show varicty of histrionic power, and Miss Sedgwick’s success 
was complete. 

At the Prixcrss’ Mr. Adams exhibited his celebrated orrery, accom- 
panied with an explanatory lecture, in which he endeavoured to explain 
the great discovery of an intra-mercurial planet by M. Leverrier. The 
transparent moving scenery illustrated the leading phenomena of the 
planet Tellue—the Earth being represented in the four quarters of its orbit, 
and moving at the same time round the Sun, encircled by the zodiac. A 
great amount of astronomical information was imparted in relation to 
eclipses both of the sun and the moon, the tides, the planets in general, 
fixed stars, comets, and other bodies. Such an entertainment is un- 

doubtedly instructive, and not unfitted for the season. 

At the Genane, Chevalicr Antonio Poletti, announced as the celebrated 
Roman magician, exhibited the novel illusions of hie ancieat and modern 
escamoterre, which at once entitled him to a distinguished place ia the 
company of modern wizards, Natural magic, also, found a home for the 
week at the Sranparp, where Professor Frikell astonished di 
with his marvellous feats. 

At Sspier’s Weits Miss Julia St. George gave her usual entertainment, 
under the title of ‘*‘ Home and Foreign Lyrics,” and displayed remarkable 
talent as an accomplished singer and clever delineator of character-parta. 

At the Surrey Mr. Wood's * Ethiopian Life in America” was the attrac- 
tion ; which, with Mr. J. P. Weston’s poses, and Miss Poole’s and Mr. 
Ramsden’s ballad-singing, formed an agreeable evening’s amusement. 

At the Potyorarnic Hiatt the Clristy Minstrels appeared in what they 
pune as their farewell season. The London public will part from them 
with regret. 

Mr. Albert Smith announces the last nights of his “‘ China,” while Mr. 
and Mrs, German Reed have continued their popular entertainments with 
triumpbant success.

Mippiesex County Lunatic Asytum.—On Tuesday se’nnight 
a concert was given to the | ag in one of the large dining-halls of this 
institution, making the fifth during the winter. About ‘ber hundred 
female and fifty male patients were present, and a large number of 
attendants ; aleo several of the magistrates, the medical superintendent of 
each department, and others of the medical staff. The performers consisted 
of amateurs and professional gentlemen residing in town. Several pieces 
and solos for violoncello, violin, and flute by the great composers were per- 
formed, much to the enjoyment of the patients, who encored on several 
occasions, Four-part songs and negro melodies also formed part of the pro- 
gramme. It was remarkable to observe the great attention and quietude 
of the patients. Mr. Toller, one of the assistant medical officers of the 
institution, bas been at the pains of getting up these concerts, being full 
convinced of the great benefit and pleasing effect of music upon the min 
of the patients. Too much credit cannot be given to those gentlemen who 
have so kindly a‘ded in contributing to the pleasure of so large a number of 
afflicted inmates. 
Snipwreck anv Cawnrpacism.—Last Saturday, at Lloyd's, 
was reported the wreck of the Constant, from Sydncy for the Manillas, on a 
sunken reef, in lat 5.45 W., long.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


* Tarre has been something in the mind of the Opposition of late 
which has tended to give them a sort of courage which is akin to 
audacity. It is nearly palpable that they suppose that the ranks behind 
the Ministerial benches are wavering. It is no doubt true that Liboral 
members have been picking at Mr. Gladstone's details, and that, to 
some extent, his trumpet has of tate given an uncertain sound. In 
his deme-.nour and his mode of conducting his peculiar matters there 
is no longer that rushing, riding over every obstacle that characterised 
him when the budget first dashed full-rigged and all a-taunto in the 
Parliamentary waters. He tries to soothe; he yields; he is mocks 
and at times beseeching, as when he used such an argument as that 
the revenue would lose a thousand pounds a day if certain measures 
did not become law before Easter. Lord Palmerston, too, has been 
gentle and forbearing, and “‘ putting it to the House” in the most 
dulcet and conciliatory of tones. There is no reason to believe that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has abated any confidence he 
hes felt in his plans, and still less that he experiences any 
diminution of confidence in himself. The reason of the change 
which has evidently come over the Ministry and the Oppo- 
sition is to be found elsewhere, and it is easily named by the 
words “‘ Lord John Russell.” It is no use disguising the matter, but 
it has been the fortune of that statesman for the last ten or twelve 

ears, if not more, to be the Léle noir of every Government to which 

e bas belon: A moment's consideration of the events of this 

Session will show that al! the mortifications and all the failures of tho 
Government have been in Lord John Russell’s department. It is he 
who bas to stand up before the House and to declare unreservedly 
that be hes been hoodwinked and outwitted in his foreign policy, 
and that he has been treated, especially by French diplomacy, assoms- 
thing very like a nonentity. Albeit unused to the melting mood, 
there was something tearful inthe manner in which he announced, 
not long ago, that all was over as regarded his efforts in 
foreign effairs. ‘Then, egain, take his Reform Bill. 1t is never 
meutioned by gentlemen opposite but ia a tone of the 
utmost derision, and all the sneers and jokes at the measure are 
received by the Ministerialists sometimes as a matter of course, but 
goverally with aywpathy from a ludicrous point of view; while his 
own colleagues mm the Ministry, when they have been compelled, in 
the frequent discussions which have occurred of late as to the arrange- 
ment of the business of the House, toalludeto it, have avoided any man- 
tion of it as long as possible, and, when forced to touch on it, it has 
been with only balf-suppreased smiles.

do, by reproducing last week, almost word for word, but certainly 
argument for argument, end illustration for illustration, of a 
previous address on the subject; and it is not too much to 
say, that he repeated and reiterated, and went over the samo 
ground again and again, in a way worthy of Sir Fitzroy Kelly, or 
the excellent and amiable, but wordy, member for Wallingford.

Well, inthe last few days he has reappoared, 
has been pretty gy | in his place, and has spoken, though very 
briefly, several times. Is this, too, a symptom of the oxistence of a 
beliet in the minds of the Opposition that there are chinks becoming 
visible in the Ministerial phalanx! In reference to this, too—why, 
we cannot tell—but mild, gentle Mr. Walpole appears to bs looking 
knowing ; and on one occasion the other day there was so nothiag 
very peculiar in the way in which he rose to discharge his functions 
of srbiter, when there is a dispute about the arrangement of 
business or the rules of the House.

The debate on the Wine emmy | Bill was no great things, 
as might be expected from the subject, altheugh it gave Mr. Ker 
Seymer an excellent opportunity for one of those jolly, rollicking 
speeches for which he is known, and which present the somewhat 
snomalous circumstance of a country gentleman, in every sense of

He denied that the arrange- 
ments of the bill were founded on free trade. As to the refreshment- 
houses, there was no house that might not be brought within the meanin;

FINE ARTS. 





SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS 

Tuere is a peculiarity in the operations of the Soziety of British 
Astists, and those who work in concert with them, which always 
invists the exhibition in Suffolk-street with an interest spacial to 
itself, and not to be found elsewhere. The socicty is an incorpo- 
rated body of “7 members, who have been in the habit of working 
for their own exhibition during a succession of years, and many of 
whom do uot exhihit anywhere else. Excluded from any chance of 
academic honours by the very fact of their being here, they seem to 
take a pride in putting forth their best strength every year, each in 
hia particular line, for the honour of the house. From time to 
time ‘tis true the Academy has been enriched by the accession of 
talent cf no mean order withdrawn from this society, the members 
of which are always subject to the temptation in like mauner to 
abandon their free confederacy here for the chance of acceptance in 
the house above; but such a procedure is always surrounded with a 
sufficient amount of doubt and hazard to prevent its being generally 
adopted, ard the corisequence is that the esprit de corps of 
the society has strengthened year after year; and their exhibitions, 
taken as a whole, and upon a series of years, show unquestionable 
evidences of advance and improvement. ‘The outsiders, to whom the 
society generously throw open their walls, are numerous, but of a mis- 
cellaneovs order, and many of them of an amount of merit hardly ra- 
moved from the rank so significantly described in the one dreadful 
word “respectable ;” and their presence in considerable numbers, 
by diluting the average quality of tho exhibition, has often had 
a prejudicial effect in the impression left upon tho mind of the 
visitor. There is yet much room for improvement, therefore, in the 
Suffolk-street Exhibition ; and we must look to artists themselves, 
and to the public who patronise art, to supply what is required to 
effect the desiredchange. And, asa pleasing evidence of the stateand 
prospects of art-patronage for the season now opening, we may state 
that on Saturday week, being the private view day of this exhibition, 
upwerds of £2000 worth of pictures were disposed of ; and, judging 
from the works ticketed as “sold,” we are inclined to augur weil of 
the public taste in the matter of selection. 

To proceed now to the exbibition before us. Two old members 
of the society, Hurlstone and Salter, are still faithful to their 
allegiance to historic art, to which they usually pay homage in ono 
canvas, at least, of considerable dimensions, and conceived in strict 
conformity with the requirements of the highest class of art; and, 
what is more, we believe we can add that these more ambitious 
efforts have always found a numerous circle of admirers, and have 
very geterally been purchased before the season bas been half over. 
Mr. Hu:lstone’s birtoric effort this year is upon the somewhat trite 
subject of the rencontre of Queen Margaret and her son Edward 
Prince of Wales with the robber in the forest after the fatal 
battle of Hexbam (179) ; but he bas treated it with so much origin- 
ality of purpose, and so much mastery of design and execution, as 
to make it entirely his own. In the first place, instead of one 
robber ve have three, who, rushing forward upon their prey with 
drawn swords and threatening spears, form a group of remarkable 
power, and most ingeniously studied. The foremost of these figures 
with his finely foreshortened arm, is remarkable for forci’\e and 
accurate drawing. ‘The attitude of the Queon, with her right hand 
vplited, whilst with the other she clasps her young son to her 
knees, is somewhat overstudied; and, combined with the 
expression of the countenance, which is that of terror as of 
one who would deprecate violence, hardly fulfils our impres- 
tion of the heroic mother who had led her troops to battle 
in defence of her son's cause, and who, when she found hersolf 
at the mercy of a common prowling robber, suldenly adopted the 
bold resolution of trusting herself entirely to his faith and gene vosity, 
exclaiming, ‘‘ Approach, my friend! to you I commit the safety of 
your King’s son!” The Prince himself, it must be added, is of a 
commonplace type; and his terror unhappily divested of any spark 
cf the ideal heroic with which postic licenso might have invested 
him. ‘The right leg of this igure, by the way, must bs pointed to 
as the cnly exception which struck us to the general perfection of 
drawing displayed in the picture. Waving these objections, how- 
ever, we must egain repost that the picture before us is a very fine 
one,—good in intention, the composition finely conceived, and the 
grouping admirably calculated to evsure an appoarance of broadth 
and depth and air in a canvas w'.ich ran the risk of appearing 
crowded, This last grand essential of pictorial success is still furthor 
aided by the d'stant vista obtained through the tanglod forest, 
and the little glimpse of the open country on the right. ‘I'ne colour- 
ing is a great improvement upon Mr, furlstone’s ordinary practice, 
consisting chiefly of rich tints of crimson, oranges, russe, green, and 
dark biue in barmonious combination, to which the cold, light blue 
of the young Prince’s costume is the only exception and drawbazk. 
Mr. Hurlstune having done his full share in this fine work for the 
historical art of the season, for the rest employs his pencil in tho 
more profitable walk of portraiture, of which he exhibits four 
very satisfactory specimens. 

Salter takes up a subject of some interest in tho annals of tho 
once Royal houses of France and England which has not yet been 
commemorated by the painter—viz., ‘Tho First Meeting of 
Charles I. with his Bride, Henrietta Maria of France” (119). The 
story is well known how, after a stormy passage, the young Princess 
errived at Dover, greatly fatigued, on Sunday evening, June 24, 
1625, whither Charles hastened next morning from Canterbury to 
receive her. The impromptu meeting was a flurried one, but marked 
by touches of a graceful feeling which were but too seldom seen in 
the matrimonial ceremoniee of princes in those days. Henrietta, 
taken by surprise at the unexpected arrival of her future lord, threw 
herself at his feet, and pressed his hand to her lips, forgot the lonz- 
set speech she had been taught before leaving homo, and mattere1 
a few wild phrases of submission and devotion. Charles threw his 
arms round her with gallantry, raised her, and “kissed her with 
many kisses,” the courtiers and attendants, who included the Duke 
of Buckingham, on the King’s side, the Duke and Duchess de Chevreuss, 
Madame St. George, and the Queen’s Confessor, Father Sancy, on the 
other, looking on with starched gravity and amaze at the whole affair, 
£0 inconsistent with their notions of Court etiquette. Mr. Salter has 
made a charming picture of this little love-passage. Henrietta 
Maria, covered with pallor, but full of speech, had she words to speak, 
is a figure of extreme interest; nor is that of Charles, who bends 
forward to receive her, at all unworthy of such a prize. Ouxe is 
almost moved to sadness to consider the cruel destiuy—destiny not 
of their own earning—which was in store for the innocent and all- 
confiding pair. The other figures are well introduced, and with due 
regard to the historical importance of the occasion, most of them 
being taken from acknowledged portraits. The costumes, which are 
of the richest kind, are painted with a hand lavish in resource; the 
fleth modeling is of the highest order of executive art. Tho only 
fault we find in the picture as a whole is a little overcrowding and 
want of air—a requirement which the artist has overlooked in his 
close pursuit of the individual beauties of his subject. ‘ The Scene 
from ‘The Merchant of Venice’” (225), by the same artist, represents 
the interview between Shylockand Jessica when the former admonishes 
the latter, ‘ Look to my house, &c.,” previous to setting out to sup 
with “ the prodigal Christian.” The face of the Jew is studied upon 
an entirely new model, displaying great passion and agony of mind, 
but with a touch of maudlin weakuess which we can hardly suspect 
inthe composition of the hard-hearted, hard-headed, cool-handed Jew. 
Nevertheless, as an undoubted and most carefully-elaborated study 
from nature, introduced dpropos of an important Shakspearean 
creation, this picture will receive the attention it deserves from the 
numerous admirers of everything Shakspearean. 

Eight contributions by A. J. Woolmer, all luxuriating in his usual 
mixture of pale pink, green, and yellow, sezve to show how much 
easier it is for an artist to acquire than to get rid of mannerism. 
Why will he not be encouraged to attempt something new—somoe- 
thing more substantial, with a nearer approach to nature and truth, 
than those impossible golden-haired nymphs in white satia, loungin, 
in an impossible atmosphere, which, to repeat a quotation adopted 
by himself,

nithed, with lute and little lapdog complete. In the little picture “In 
the Fruit Maiket, Florence” (331), we discover a slight approach to 
wLolesome ard ogreeable harmony, tho pale cerise dress and round 
straw hat of the single figure falling in very nicely in the centre of 
the canvas. 

Hemsley is great in depicting the philosophy of ugly-boydom. 
One urchin, an especial favourite, he is particularly P+ | of intro 
ducing, as a sort of ‘‘ chorus,” on all sorts of occasions—comic and 
serious. in ‘‘No Longer Baby” (43) he is grinning with excess of 
delight ot the ycungest baby, whilst his younger brother, ‘‘ No 
Longer Baby,” frowns and scowls, and kicks his boot and sock off in 
a paroxytm of jealousy. In No. 140 he laughs with equal abandon- 
ment at the untortunate cookmaid, who is ‘‘moved to teara” (140) 
in the process of peeling onions. The success of this clever artist, 
like that of Mr. Woolmer, would be much improved by extending 
his stock of materials and diversifying his style. 

I. Roberts, the worthy secretary of the socicty, has adopted a 
class of subjects which introduce persons and incidents of every-day 
life in combination with little touches of homely sentiment, appealing 
disect to the sympathies of the multitude, Such, last year, was his 
churebyard scene, and the distressed painter writhing uodor the 
crushivg effects of an unfavourable “Opinion of the Press;” and 
such this year is ‘‘ The Fiower on the Wiadow-sill” (73), which the 
eolitary sempstress contemplates with engrossing joy, as a fitful 
sunbeam at springtide lights it up in its camrary Ho | lighting up 
also the gloomy court beneath, which during the long, hard winter 
has been the abode of damp and darkness. in ‘The Shadow on the 
Wall” (110) we find a couple of boys in a carpenter's shop, ono of 
whom is performing the *‘rabbit-on-the-wall trick,” to the great 
delight of his companions; a little group full of truthful character, 
end bappily free from affectation. 

How healthy, too, and full of cheerful spirit, are J. J. Hill's studies 
of peasants and peasant-life! In ‘’ The Trysting-place” (120), how 
ardent is the gazo of that yellow-haired shepherd boy, as he protests 
his love to the red-haired lassy, who looks so demure and composed 
as she reeeives his by no means unwelcome homage! and how tho 
faces of both are lighted up with a sunny glow, the reflex of the 
general brightness of that auspicious evening! ‘ Tne Rush-gatherers 
on Loch Corrib” (204) introduces us to a wild bit of lake scenery, 
with a boat containing a merry party of rush gatherers, painted 
with a clean end joyous brush. ‘ ‘‘ Tho Gleaner” (481) shows how 
beauty is beauty still however moanly attired. The little shapoloss 
plush bonnet, and the pale crimson bodice, patched and daracd in 
mapy places, with the little bunch of poppies in the midst, with a 
pleasant landscape background, make up a very picturesjue 
entourage to a very pretty face. 

In a somewhat similar vein, but invested with a sentiment and in 
a mede of treatment all his own, are KE. J. Cobbett’s pastorals of 
bumble life, in which he displays oqual taste for scenery as for rustic 
character. Ho sometimes, it is true, repeats himself a little, or 
comes very tear to doing so, as in ‘*A Welsh Scene” (167), con- 
sisting of a wild mountain heath, with a group of five poasant girls 
chatting, which, as our recollection serves, is very similar to @ 
picture we admired very much last year by the same hand. But he 
does not imitate anybody but himself, and when he does that he has 
£0 persuasive an excuse in the attractive beauty of his subject that 
it is almost impossible to quarrel with him. ‘‘ Helping Baby over 
the Stile” (241), too, is a charming little group, which strikos us as 
not altogether new in the strictest sense of newness, but which we 
nevertheless accept with welcome. In No 297, where a fomale is 
decking the hair of a younger sister with ‘A Wroath of Wild 
Flowers,” we sniff the invigorating sea-breeze from the high downs 
on which we are supposed to be placed. ‘Girl Knitting” (412) is a 
subject of extreme beauty and interest; and full of mirth and 
movement is the ‘‘ Rustic Ride” (470), where two hearty country 
girls are carrying a yourg child in a basket, who grins with delight. 

Queen Elizabeth in her old age, sprawling on the floor in a 
paroxysm of tardy and unavailing remorse for her hand in the 

“untimely death of the Earl of Kssex,” as described in Osborne 
and Camden's memoirs, is not an agreeable subject, and cau nover 
be made either pretty or picturesque upon canvas. Mr. Montazue’s 
cffort (22) to deal with it is so like something on the same subject 
we have seen tefore that we imagine it to be the same. It is hardly 
possible that two artists can have treated the same idea with the 
same absurd result. : 

*« Paris in 1848” (35), by A. Ludovici, represents anincident which 
is alittle out of date—a Paris workman, in his afélicr on the fourth 
or Sith étuge, with musket in hand, looking out auxiously from the 
window, and listening to the clamour of the streot strifo which is 
raging and rolling onward towards the site of his dwolling. Thero is 
no pictorial merit in the work to redeem its want of enduring 
interest. Tho artist is more happy, and to our judgment more 
successful, when transferring to canvas the amiable and intolligent 
features_of ‘‘ Zoe” (551), orerest in pale blue bodics, with muost 
wreath of white flowers round her head, 

Here we close for the present, reserving the important dopart- 
ment of landscape untouched for a subsequent occasion. 

THE NATIONAL GALLERY. 

The National Collection has just received anether considerable 
accession of strength—in numbers at least, in some thirty pictures, 
more or less, purchased from the Beaucousin Collection. ‘I'hey are 
of verious schools—lItalian, German, Flemish, and French, and 
of verious degrees of merit and importance. Whatever their 
individual value, however, their appearance amongst us makes the 
fact imminent that the National Picture Gallery has no wall space 
for any more additions, and two screens running across the princ ‘pal 
room painfully attest the dilemma to which the directors are now 
reduced in their desire to render the collection worthy of the nation 
as a school of art. 

We have not space at present to criticse seriatim these new addi- 
tions. We must content ourselves with a glance at the more prominent 
works. Gregorio Schiavone, an artist of Padua, who painted towards 
the end of the fifteen century, is represented in a large and import- 
ant work—‘‘The Madonna and Child Enthroned,” various saints 
attendant, and the yoy of the redemption completed by the 
representation of the dead body of Christ above. Another interest- 
ing work of this school is a onal picture—‘‘ Christ and Mary Magda- 
lene in the Garden,” by Francesco Mantegna, the son of Andrea, and 
who assisted that great master in some of his works—romarkable for 
its drawing, firm outline, and broad treatment of light and dark. By 
Titian we have a briliiantly-painted ‘‘ Madonna and Child, with St. 
Jobn the Baptist and St. Catherine,” in a richly-composed landscape. 
Giulio Romano's bold but sometimes somewhat coarse style is seen in 
two long, narrow pictures—‘‘ The Capture of Carthagena,” intro- 
ducing the continence of Scipio, and “‘The Abduction of the 
— Women, and the Reconciliation between the Romans and 

ines.” 

Angelo Bronzino's pretensive picture, “ Venus, Cupid, Folly, 
and ‘Time,” is not altogether satisfactory, and is an instance of the 
extravagance into which the immediate followers and admirexs of 
Michael Angelo fell in their attempts to emulate his grand 
creations. ‘‘ The Daphnis and Chloe,” by Paris Bordmann, is a fine 
work, worthy of the master and the school (Venetian) to which he 
belonged. Amongst other works of the Italian school are two 
Saints—one reading, the other bearing a standard—by Girolamo 
da Santa Croce ; ‘The Adoration of the Magi,” by Dosso Dossi ; 
“The Woman taken in Adultery,” by Mazzolino da Ferrara; and 
** Christ’s Agony in the Garden,” by Garofolo ; the last three being 
fair specimens of Ierrareso echools. Of the German school of the 
fifteenth century we have a striking example in ‘“‘ The Death of tha 
Virgin,” by Martin Schoen ; and of the same schocl a centary and @ 
halt later—so changed in character—a ‘‘Pan and Styx,” by Rotten- 
hammer. Of the Flemish school is a curious ‘‘ Mazdalen Keading,” 
in which the native mcdel, in the type of face and costumo, is 
followed with singular fidelity, and a total abnogation of ideal 
treatment.

The snowy- 
white loose inexpressibles of the 
men (for they all oe to wear 
summer clothes on Easter Day), 
fastened at the waist by elegant 
Tripoli silk shawls, contrast with 
the gaily-striped abah, or coat 
of many colours, which is doubt- 
less of the same pattern as the 
one worn by Joseph; the bril- 
iant red shoes, and tarboushe, 
the latier encircled with a gaily- 
coloured bandkerchief—all these 
look bright and lively, for every 
one that can a ey it 
makes a point of getting a bran- P

word. In the foreground are 
two lads, sons of the proprietor, 
who are amusing themselves at 
that favourite Syrian Easter pas- 
time, baida; they are each fur- 
nished with gaily-coloured, hard- 
boiled eggs, of which every house 
in the village has a supply of 
some hundreds; for Christmas 
in England without turkey and 
plum-pudding would not be 
more terrible than Easter with- 
out coloured eggs to the Syrio- 
Greek peasant. The boys are 
knocking the eggs together at 
the sharp end of the oval to 
see who has got the hardest. 
The egg which first cracks is 
lost, and is immediately devoured 
by the winner. The little villain 
to the right, who has the appe- 
tite of a vulture and made a 
most astounding breakfast, has 
since that meal won and swallowed 
fifteen hard-boiled eggs, and he 
means to try and eat fifteen 
more, to give him an appetite for 
his dinner. 

At the same time that the 
shebab are at athletic games, 
all the young and comely maidens 
of the village, who have decorated 
their tarboushes with garlands of 
fresh flowers, repair, under the 
superintendence of an o'd one- 
eyed harridan (who is the prima 
donna of the village), to the house 
of the proprietor, where under 
the wooden balcony they dance in 
circles round the one-eyed witch, 
who claps her hands to accom- 
pany her own shrieking, and 
capers about in circles, Up in 
the balcony are the wife and 
daughter of the chief Greek 
landed proprietor, and these girls 
are the daughters of the peasantry 
aor by him upon the estate. 
The old lady is muffled up round 
the head and under the chin, for, 
although the sun is shining 
brightly, the weather is yet co'd, 
and the distant Mount Cassius 
is still snowcapped. The Bay 
of Antioch is seen in the Sketch. 
and the distant headlands of 
Latakia. 

So passes the day till close upon 
sundown, by which time thou- 
sands of eggs have been won and 
lost and devoured, Then the hungry peasants go home to dinner, 
and whole sheep, made into savory meat, disappear in a most 
alarming manner. ‘The cocks and hens have taken up their 
nightly roost inside the cottage, the donkey has walked into his 
corner, darkness envelops the earth, and the peasant closes his 
cottage-door for the night. Ten minutes afterwards he and his 
household are slumbering the tranquil sleep of a life of temperance 
and healthy exercise.

THE Portrait which we give of this distinguished 
Tuscan statesman, who has taken so prominent 
a part in the great events which now attract 
the attention of Europe, derives interest, not 
only from the celebrity of its subject, but from 
the remarkable conformity of the countenance 
to the known character of the man. The high 
cheekbones belong more to the Celtic than to 
the southern type, while the harshness thus pro- 
duced is tempered by the ity and calm 
dignity of the other features. The whole head, 
joined to the erect and unbending figure, is 
strongly expressive of that calm and resolute 
will which is described as characteristic of his 


mind. 
Of the antecedents of this Tuscan patriot little 
is recorded. In the year 1848 he was the 


** Gonfaloniere” (or Governor) of the city of 
Florence and Deputy of the islative Assem- 
bly; but, finding himself unable to resist the 
ruinous course followed by the Grand Duke’s 
Government, he resigned his official situation, 
and coxtinued to reside in Florence with his 
family in a privaté station. After the movement 
in 1849, which brought about the restoration 
of the Grand Ducal Government, Ricasoli, with 
his family, ‘eft Tuscany and took up his resi- 
dence in Switzerland, where the free institutions 
and simple habits of the people were congenial 
to his spirit. He returned to Tuscany in 1856, 
from which time he exercised, in vast improve- 
ments on his own estates, that activity of mind 
and tenacity of purpose which belong to his cha- 
racte 


r. 

On the expulsion of the Grand Duke, in the 
beginning of last year, Baron Ricasoli was placed 
at the head of the Provisional Government. In 
this position he took a leading part, along with 
Farini, in bringing about the annexation to Pied- 
mont of Tuscany and the other States of Central 
Italy, and originated the movement whereby 
this measure was resolved upon by the almost 
unanimous votes of the ple of those 
States. Among other stirring . made 
by him to the -— — of country- 
men, his speech, when he delivered stand- 
ards to the National Guard in front of the 
Campo Santo, is especially remarkable. “If,” 
he said, “‘ the departed heroes who sleep in this 
consecrated earth brought hither from Jerusalem 
by our crusaders, could hear this clang of arms, 
they would ask—Is it against Genoa or Venice 
war is waged? No! Italians now don’t fight 
each other ; we all rally round one King—Victor 
Emmanuel ; municipal jealousies are of the past. 
It is for us, and not for strangers, to decide on 
what suits our country. Romagna has decreed, 
Tuscany has adjudicated on the issue. Foreign 
Powers may seek to suffocate our peninsula 
by obstructions to its free breathing. We 
breathe at last, and, save at Rome, Naples, 
and Venice, our lungs inhale national vitality. We have in our 
midst a decrepit foe in Rome’s temporal sceptre. Mix not up the 
faith of your fathers with that nuisance. They are distinct, and in 
our day incompatible. Soldiers! sons of the crusaders whose bones 
repose in this soil! keep your faith intact. In my veins there flows 
a blood that has for ages been at the service of our religion ; and, as 
a Catholic, I feel it my duty to denounce the fraud and artifices of a 
worldly and profane Court, as much adverse to true Christianity as 
to national happiness.” 

When the whole Tuscan people, with one mighty voice, had de- 
clared for annexation to the kingdom of Piedmont, it became the 
pleasing duty of Ricasoli to complete the work by tendering the 
allegiance of his countrymen to King Victor Emmanuel. For this 

urpose he arrived at Turin on the 18th of last month. There, at a 
ormal audience, he presented to the King the official documents, 
which showed that the people had voted for annexation by a majority 
of 426,000 to 756, and tendered the sovereignty of Tuscany to his 
Majesty. The King accepted the tender; a decree was signed 
accordingly, and Tuscany is now a constituent part of the kingdom 
of Piedmont. 

The King of Sardinia issued a decree last week appointing Baron 
Ricasoli Governor-General of Tuscany. 








LORD CANNING AND LORD CLYDE AT LAHORE. 
Tue Governor-General of India, accompanied by the Commander-in- 
Chief, has lately been making a triumphal tour through the North- 
west Provinces, and holding durbars (levees) at all the chief cities. 
On Saturday, the llth ofjFebruary, their Lordships arrived at 
Lahore, the ancient capital of the Punjaub, where all the principal 
Sikh chiefs were gathered to attend a grand durbar,

drawn up in a line across the Maidan, at the Sumun Boorj, about 
1000 in all, attired in their brightest costumes, and shining like 
flower-beds in the morning sun—a sight of such splendour that it is 
only a chancs once in a life to see. There were men from all parts 
of the Punjaub—some from the sandy deserts of the Indus, and from 
the Salt Hills ; men with long black hair from the mountains; rich 
merchants from Umritsir; learned pundits (called kitabées) ; brave 
soldiers and fanatic priests; old men with beards to their waists. 
The common type of the Sikh was, of course, the most plentiful. 
He generally ties all his hair up in his turban, bringing the folds 
close down over the sides of his face, with large rings in his ears, his 
legs being encased in very tight nether garments. The legsof the Sikhs 
are all destitute of calf, but they are called, from their power of en- 
durance, “the iron legs.” Pegtops are not the fashion which a Sikh 
dandy follows; on the contrary, it is said that the ovtré swells get 
their pants sewed on their legs. This costume does not look so well 
when the wearer is on foot as it does when he is on horseback, and 
the Sikhs are all perfect equestrians. When the Lord Sahib appeared, 
Mr. Temple, Commissioner at Lahore, gave the signal, and, at their 
head, he led this brilliant mass off at full charge. Most of those 
men had fought against us, and they were the bravest enemies we 
have met in India. But that moving mass, with all its attending 
equi of Eastern pomp, was now on a mission of peace, to mani- 
fest its homage to the power of England. After a few introductions 
the Sikhs turned round, and followed in the procession, which wound 
round the Hazoori h to Annurkulee, where were the troops of 
the station, commanded by General Windham, and the cortége. 
From this the procession moved on slowly to camp. This is stated 
to be by far the wy ewe b = has yet been to —- ho = 
regal progress.

The usual cere- 
monies having taken place, his Excellency made 
the following speech :— 

“ Sirdars of the Punjaub,—I have long wished 
pe pal | country and to be among you. I 
need n See Se ne See hes been ereaily 
strengthened by recent events, and by the recol- 
lection of the services which you and your fellow- 
countrymen have lately rendered to the British 
Government. In other parts of India I have 
seen many distinguished chiefs, of ancient 
lineage and large influence, who have proved 
themselves faithful feudatories of the Crown, and 
many of lower degree, who have been dutiful 
subjects in the midst of great discouragement 
and danger; but in the Punjaub I have found a 
whole nation of brave and loyal men. In the 
name of the Queen I thank you for your fidelity, 
and courage, and true service. Sirdars! I have 
seen with pleasure the signs of prosperity 
with which the Punjaub abounds ;—cultivation 
extended, commerce increasing, life and pro- 
~ secure, the people orderly and contented. 

know that you are not insensible of the value 
of these benefits to your country, and I am about 
to call upon you to take your part in extending 
and confirming them. It is not in times of war 
and trouble only that the Government of the 
Queen claims your services ; and some among 
you will shortly be invited to assume the duties 
which belong to the hereditary chiefs and land- 
holders of a loyal people in times of peace. For 
this purpose certain powers in magisterial and 
revenue matters will be conferred upon a limited 
number of you. The Lieutenant-Governor will 
determine to whom they can be most usefully in- 
trusted, and will explain to you their scope and 
purpose. In the exercise of them, your best 
guidance will be the wise and friendly advice 
which you will never fail, upon this as upon all 
other occasions, to receive from Sir Robert Mont- 
gomery. But remember that each man who shall 
receive these powers will receive them to be 
used, not carelessly or for private purposes of 
his own, but earnestly for the public good, and 
especially for the expediting of justice and the 
maintenance of order among those around him, 
Sirdars! I look forward with confidence to the proof which, by a 
right use of these powers, you will give to India and to England that 
the chiefs of the Punjaub are not more conspicuous for their fidelity 
and bravery in danger than for their intelligence, justice, and 
respect for the law, when quiet and prosperity are undisturbed.” 








LIFE-BOAT SERVICES. 

OvrR Illustration on e 328 represents one of the life-boats of the 
Royal National Life-boat Institution proceeding to the rescue of 
a shipwrecked crew on the east coast of England, where shipwrecks 
are of frequent occurrence, and where the services of life-boats are 
constantly in stormy weather called into requisition. The ship has 
struck on the outer ridge of rocks off Filey-bridge, on the Yorkshire 
coast, and, having beaten over it, is drifting into Scarborough Bay. 
The original picture was painted by Mr. Samuel Walters, of Bootle, 
near Liverpool. He was induced to prepare it, at considerable 
trouble, by a peculiar process of photographing, in order to bring 
before the public a correct and pace view of one of these valuable 
life-boats, with the intention of exciting-a more general appreciation of 
their great services in cases of shipwreck, and of inducing the 
benevolent to extend their support to an institution whose life-boata 
even during tho last twelve months have been the means of snatching 
two hundred and eighteen of our fellow-creatures from a watery 
ve. On twenty-nine occasions it happened that when the life- 

ts had put off in reply to signals of distress the vessels had either 

t out of danger or their crews been rescued by other means. Life- 
ts’ crews also assembled several times to give assistance, but were 
not required to put off to sea. For these valuable exertions the total 
sum paid to life-boats’ crews was £733 186. 9d. On these occasions,

(From our City Correspondent.) 


Dunine nearly the whole of the week there has been a very active der.and 
for money for, commercial purposes, and, in numerous instances, the rates 
for accommodation in Lombard-street, and at the large discount-housos, 
have exceeded those demanded by the Bank of England. It is, however, 
satisfactory to find that the engagements which fell due on the 4th were 
tolerably well met. In order to meet the great pressure for money the 
Bank has discounted freely ; but “‘ out of doors” the rates for short periods 
have ruled as high as 4§ to, in some inatances, 5 per cent. The extent of 
the discount business of the Bank may be gatherel from the fact that 
within the last three weeks “other securities” have advanced more thin 
three millions sterling ! 

Compared with the previous week, there has been an improved feeling in 
the market for most Home Securities, and prices have exhibited an upward 
tendency. The amount of business done, however, both for Money and 
Time, has not been very extensive. Owing to some rather heavy sales, the 
Unfunded Debt has given way in price. In the market for Indian Securities 
the transactions have been on a very moderate sca'‘e. 

The imports of the precious metals, including £488,000 in silver by the 
West India steamer, have been about £650,000.

RIVERS.

The principal object in view has been to obtain exceedingly light 
draught, combined with great strength and sufficient power to over- 
come the rapid currents of Indian rivers, which frequently run about 
five miles per hour. The engineer may be said to have succeeded in 
poising this vessel lightly as cork upon the water, seeing that, although 
she exceeds 230 feet in length, her draught is only two feet with her 
engines, boilers, fuel, and cargo aboard. This has been effected by 
the almost exclusive adoption of the puddled-steel, manufactured by 
the Mersey Steel and [ron Company, in the construction of her hull, 
in lieu of the iron ordinarily used in shipbuilding. In such rapidly- 
flowing rivers, abounding in cross currents, as are met with in India, 
great facility for steering becomes indispensable, for, should a vessel 
of this length not be thoroughly under control, she risks being run 
on some one of the numerous sandbanks, probably remaining there 
unserviceable for many weeks. To provide against any such mishap 
very large rudders have usually been adopted; but these frequently 
become disabled by coming in contact with the banks when swinging 
round the river’s numerous sharp bends. Moreover, when towing 
oarges, should the tug-steamer get foul of any obstacle ahea’, the 
barge immediately behind is liable to run into the rudder, and con- 
siderable damage result from the collision. 

Precaution has been taken to obviaie the possibility of any such 
mishap in connection with the present vessel by the adoption of a 
novel description of steering apparatus, patented by Mr. A. Chaplin, 
of Glasgow, and somewhat resembling rising keels in principle, but 
set at an angle which experience has proved to be the most effective.

By this arrangement the whole 
steering apparatus is contained within the ship’s own length, and 
consequently there is no rudder to ‘“‘come to grief” under the cit 
cumstances pointed out above. Both ends of the steamer are fitted 
with these blades, which can be worked either conjointly orreparate'y, 
and were found at a recent trial of the steamer to exercise the mos! 
perfect command over the vessel. The cabins, placed above tiv 
deck, are composed of Venetian paveling; and, for the purpose of 
securing perfect ventilation, fresh air is constantly suppliod therein 
by means of a fan driven by steam power. The vessel is fit:ed at 
each end with one of Brown’s patent capstans, and is provided with 
remarkably heavy anchors and other ground tackle. 

The following are the principal dimensions of the steamer, which 
it is not intended to use as a passenger-boat, but as a tug for the 
purpose of towing passengers and goods in barges :—Length on two 
feet water-line, 220 ft.; ditto over all, 239 ft.; beam (moulde:|), 
38 ft. ; depth (ditto), 5 ft. ; ditto to top of fore and aft arch girders, 
14 ft.; draught of water, loaded, 2 ft.; displacement at two-tect 
draught, 355 tons ; ditto per inch, at two-feet ditto, 18 tons ; engit 
(nominal), 110-horse power ; ditto (effective), 404 horse power. 

In order to secure requisite strength two arch-girders have been 
introduced in the construction of the vessel, running fore and aft, 
and rising to a height of fourteen feet. These resemble in principle 
the girders by which the American river steamers have so long bee: 
successfully strengthened, but are much lighter in appearance from 
being made of steel. ‘The American boats generally draw about 
five or six feet of water, but, two feet being the limit asmpned 
in the present instance, Mr. Winter has had to surmount very 
considerable difficulty. 

The engines, which have been so arranged that 
either paddle-wheel can be worked quite distinctly 
from the other (thus enabling the vessel to ve 
steered by her wheels alone in the event of any 
derangement occurring to the steering gear), »re 
a pair of horizontal cylinders, 384 inches diameter 
and 6 feet stroke, working about 25 strokes per 
minute ; the diameter of the paddle-wheels being 
21 feet. In order that the engines may be under 
the most perfect control in those frequent emer- 
gencies attending the —— of Indian rivers 
they have been constructed to drive the pad iles 
only—the air-pump, feed and bilge pumps, &c., 
being driven by separate donkey-engines, an ar- 
rangement which has been practically found to 
afford greater working facilities than the ordinary 
plan of doing all the work of a vessel by the one 
pair of engines. This principle is being adopied 
on board the four new Atlantic steamers now in 
course of construction for the Galway mail-packet 
service. 

Both the hull and machinery of this novel vess« 
have been built by Messrs. Laird, Sons, and Co. , « 
Birkenhead, to drawings prepared by T. B. Wir 
Esq., consulting marine-engineer, of No. 28, M ; 
gate-street, to whom the Council of India intrust«d 
the practical carrying out of the report of | 
official commission by placing the constructi: i 
this light-draught steamer under his immediate 
supervision. 
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At the recent trial-trip on the Mersey the vessel ran above twelve 
miles per hour alone, and afterwards towed the powerful tug-boat 
Fire King uine miles per hour, with her wheels kept standing and 
dragging through the water. The /’ire King was next made to use 
her full steam power against the new steam-tug; but with this 
amount of resistance, added to the great friction of the vessel's large 
flat bottom, she towed the other boat nearly six miles per hour. 
This was a very satisfactory experiment, inasmuch as it has often 
been questioned whether steamers of such exceedingly light draught 
as the vessel now described would prove efficient tugs. The Sire 
King is one of the best ordinary tugs of the port of Liverpool, and 
her tioats had a deep hold on the water during the «xperiment. The 
generally successful results achieved on the trial of this new descrip- 
tion of light-draught steamer justify belief that their introduction on 
the various rivers of India will prove a most serviceable addition to 
the existing means of conveying troops and stores.

rest between Leeds and Doncaster, the latter the favourite for choice. 
Sheffield does not even send in a claim, but is naturally very anxious 
that its neighbour Doncaster should be the chosen one, ia order 
that it may pour in its thousands by train to the Town Moor on 
‘the shilling,” as it does annually on the St. Leger, day. 1t appears 
that Doncaster can offer seventy-five acres of light land for the 
trial of implements and steam ploughs, close to the showyard; and 
that, if heavy land is wanted, another corporation estate about a 
mile off is available. ‘l'his advantage of concentration is one which 
the society have scarcely ever had presented to them before, and 
upon it, as well as their railway facilities, leviathan station, and 
boundless inn and lodging conveniences, the Doncastrians tae their 
stand.

Fravputent Trape Marks.—A deputation from the manu- 
facturing towns of the north, accompanie 3by Mr. Roebuck, M.P., Mr. 
Thomas Bazley, M.P., Mr. William Scholefield, M.P., and Mr. J. P. Brown 
Westhead, had an audience on Monday with Mr. Milner Gibson, at the 
Board of Trade, to complain of the practice of putting false labels upon 
goods. Mr. Brook, jun., referred especially to the custom of giving short 
lengths on reels of cotton, and handed to Mr. Gibson a reel of cotton 
marked as containing 100 yaids, but in which there were only 45; and also 
reels marked 300 yards, but containing only 200 yards. Mr. Gibson asked 
if the law did not deal already with the short measures? Mr. Roebuck 
said, ‘* Yes, but by a very roundabout process, and we .wish to obtain an 
enactment enabling us to proceed summarily asa fraud.” Mr. Ashworth 
said there were reels sold in which the maker’s name was false, the length 
was false, and the quality was false. They could not ascertain who manu- 
factured them. If they asked the dealer, he would say he did not know 
the length was short, as he never measured it, and he (Mr. Ashworth) 
thonght this should be rendered compulsory. The question was not an 
insignificant one, involving two or three thousand pounds, but hundreds of 
thousands of pounds were invested in that trade. There was another 
branch in which this system was carried on ; he referred to the jaconnots 
for lining coats ; these were rolied up very tight, and tied in parcels labelled 
twenty or twenty-four yards, but in reality there were only eighteen yards ; 
this was sometimes reduced even to a still lower number, and there was 
nothing to prevent its going on further. There was no individual remedy ; 
therefore they came to the Government tw ask them to make a law which 
would protect the honest trader. It was customary for many houses to 
give orders for goods purporting to be of certain lengths, but to contain a 
less quantity, and if one manufacturer did not do it another would. After 
some conversation, Mr. Roebuck said therc was a man in America named 
Collins who had a great reputation for the axes he made; every one used 
Coliins’s axe, and the Birmingham manufacturers consequently made 
similar axes, which they stamped with the name of Collins, and sent to 
America for sale. This was done by every house in Birmingham, excepting 
three. It was then arranged that a draught of a bill should be prepared to 
be submitted to the law officers of the Crown with a view of meeting the 
case. The deputation, having thanked Mr. Milner Gibson, then withdrew.

The Queen has appointed Major-General Pringle Taylor, K.H., 
to be Lieutenant-Governor of the Isiand of Jamaica and its dependencies. 


A special meeting of the Great Ship Company is called for the 
13th inst , to confirm the special resolutions passed on the 6th ult. 


Joseph Castle, convicted of the murder of his wife, at Luton, 
was hanged last Saturday in front of the County Prison, Becford. 


It is said that Goverement has prepared a bill for the abolition 
of the toll system of the country, by substituting an assessment. 


The deliveries of tea in London estimated for last week were 
898,0841b., a decrease of 7344lb., compared with the previous statement. 


The proposed reduction in the duties on sugar, coffee, and 
cocoa, in France, will, it is calculated, diminish the customs receipts by 
53,000,000f. 

A French scientific mission, lately sent to Abyssinia, found civil 
war raging in the country; and ia consequence, after incurring some risk, 
it had retired to Aden.

At the Thames Police Court yesterday week a boy named Hall, 
in the service of a tradesman in Stepney, was sent to prison for fourteen 
days fur wanton cruelty to his master’s cart-horse. 

At Sheffield, on Thursday week, the non-commissioned officers 
and privates of the 84th Regiment were each presented with a knife of first- 
rate quality by Alderman Robert Jackson, the Master Cutler. 

The Queen has approved of Mr. Henry Rostand as Consul in 
the Mauritius for the Sublime Ottoman Porte; and of Don Mariano de la 
Roca as Consul at Gibralta for the Queen of Spain. 

The pulpit in which Jeremy Taylor used to preach is now in the 
library of the Bishop of Down and Connor, at the Palace, Holywood ; hav- 
ing been placed there by his Lordehip’s worthy predecessor, Bishop Mant 

The Spey my Society has obtained, by arrangement with 
the Council of King’s College, tne use of apartments in Somerset House.

The widow of Captain Testu, late of the 49th Regiment, who 
was killed by an unfortunate accident on the Lyons Railwayin August last, 
wien the regiment was on its way home from Italy to the St. Maur Camp, 
has recovered from the company 70,000f. damages. 

It is announced that the railway from Bulougne to Calais is 
shortly to be commenced, and is to be concluded as quickly as possible. 
It is to unite with the Paris and Calais Railway at Pont de Briques, in the 
Pas de Calais. 

At the Guildhall, yesterday week, Mr. Stapley, a farmer, and Mr. 
Chesterfield, a butcher, both living in Lincolnshire, wero committted for 
trial = a charge of sending a lerge quantity of putrid meat to the London 
market. 

In the budget of the Marine Department of France, now before 
the Council of State, a credit of 140,000f. for maritime pisciculture—that is, 
the artificial breeding of fish on the coasts—has for the first time been 
introduced. 

The English Government, according to a telegram from Berlin, 
has required the Hanoverian Cabinet, which was raising fresh difficulties 
respecting the redemption of the Stade dues, to state its requirements on 
or before the li4th of May.

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CHAMBERY, SAVOY. 

Tur pretty town of Chambéry is the first town in Savoy passed by 
traveilers on their way from ce to Italy vid Grenoble. During 
the late Italian campaign vast numbers of the French troops, first 
of all conveyed to Lyons, subsequently passed through this place, 
whence they proceeded by rail to St. Jean de . 

Chambéry is situated at the distance of niaety miles north-west 
of Turin. It contains nearly 16 000 inhabitants, is an archbishopric, 
and possesses a College of Jesuits, an academical society, an agri- 
cultural society, a museum, library, &e. Its commerce has uot 
hitherto been very important, but it is likely to im e under the 
new régime, especially as it will shortly be more ever on the 
high road to Italy, communication with which must necessarily be- 
come more frequent when the railway passing under tho Alps (now 
in course of execution) shall be completed. ‘ 

Chambéry is a modern town. From the twelfth to the thirteenth 
century it was the chef-lieu of a private lordship, and was sub- 
sequently (1232) ceded to Thomas I., Count of Savoy. From 1792 to 
1815 it belonged to France, and was the capital of the department of 
Mont Blanc, As forminga of the present French empire it will 
still preserve its dignity by ing the capital of a new depart- 
ment, and, consequently, the seat of an important local and 
municipal administration. 








ENTRY OF THE FRENCH TROOPS INTO SAVOY. 


On the 25th of March the French troops commenced their advance 
into Savoy by the way of Suza and Mont Cenis, the march over 
which was not one of the most delightful, as the snow at this season 
is still remaining. Upon the 80th Regiment of the Line was conferred 
the honour of proceeding to the peaceful though military occupation 
of the per bnk province—an occupation which, if we may judge by 
the cordial reception the French troops met with from the icha- 
bitants, was equally flattering to both parties. 

Our Illustration represents the arrival of the first battalion ot the 
regiment at Lans-le-Bourg, a small place on the plateau at the foot 
of Mont Ceni«, and which is approached by a bridge over the River 
Arc, al this time of year only a shallow stream, but which frequently 
becomes a rapid current when the melting of the snows takes plac». 

A great number of the inhabitants meh ge oe from the neigh- 
bouring districts, in some cases ar by their priest, awaited 
the arrval of the battalion, gaily headed by its hirsute drum-major, 
at the entrance to Lans-le-Bourg, where the Imperial troops halted 
The next day they proceeded to Modane, thence to St. Jean de Mau- 
rienne, arriving by railway at Chambéry on Thu-sday, the 29th ult. 
At the station the soldiers of the army of Italy were received with 
great onthusiasm, amidst repeated cries of ‘ Vive la France!” 
“ Vive |'Empéreur!” and other exclamations favourable to the new 
order of things ; and in the evening the town of Cham was illu- 
minated in honour of its new garrison, and to celebrate the addition 
of this ancient jewel of the house of Savoy to the Imperial Crown 
of France. 


DEPARTURE OF THE PIEDMONTESE GARRISON 

FROM CHAMBERY 
Tne P'edmontese garrison left Chambéry on the 26th of March. 
The troops mustered on the Place in marching costume, and at one 
o'clock started for the railway. A large number of people had 
flocked to witness the departure of tho soldiers, whose uniform good 
behaviour had obtained for them the highest respect of the popula- 
tion. Between the coming of one garrison and the leaving of 
another a feeling of delicacy prevented anything like an extraordinary 
demonstration taking place while the Piedmontese soldiers were 
about to leave. The popular boaring was, at the :ame time, dignified 
and respectful. 

Oor ee shows the troops assemb'ed on the Place previously 
to their proceeding to the railway which was to convey them to 
St Jean de Maurienne, whence they were to proceed by regular 
daily marches to the other side of the Alps. 

On the departure of the soldiers of Victor Emmanuel the town of 
Chambéry was given up to the care of the National Guard till the 
arrival, on the 29th, of the Imperial troops of the 80th Regiment of 
the L.ne, which was the signal for a grand demonstration: the 
French tricolor was hoisted in all directions; the band accompanying 
the battalion played ‘‘ Partant pour la Syrio ;” and the campaigners 
from Italy marched into their fresh quarters amidst the apparently- 
cordial congratulations of their now fello v-countrymen. 








Tar Merroporitan Tortcate Question.—Just at the close 
of the Session of 1857 Lord Palmerston, in the Houge of Commons, and 
Ear! Granville, in the House of Peers, promised that the Government should 
put themeelves, as soon as possible, in communication with the metro- 
politan road trustees, with the view of removing some of the toll nuisances 
in the metropolis, Earl Granville observing that the difficulties which had 
arisen since the Earl of Lonsdale's improvernents were increasing instead of 
diminishing. After three vacations, and the issue of a report of the Royal 
commission, the Under Secretary of State, Mr. Clive, in answer to a ques- 
tion from Mr. Duncombe, very coolly stated, on the 20th ult., that, though 
the Government were in communication with the road commissioners, he 
did not see any probability of a bill being introduced this Session. The 
resulution of the House of Commons for a Royal commission was passed on 
the 12th of May, 1858 ; and the commission was issued under Lord Derby's Ad- 
ministration on the 2nd of July, 1858. The report was made on the 12th of 
July,1859. The Metropolis Roads Commission has a direct interest with the 
perisbes in delaying the matter; and it is not fair for the Home 
Ofiice to wait year by year and month by month for its opinions. Contrast 
there siow movements with the Dublin care. A Royal commission 
was (voluntarily) issued in 1854; reported on the same year; a bill was 
introduced and passed the next year. and its operation commenced in 
January, 1856. Now all the turnpikes are down. Red tape and vested 
interests seem to have influence to procrastinate this matter in London ; 
but no one knows better than Sir George Lowis that a coercive measure is 
essential in this os in all metropolitan improvements ; and it is, therefore, 
to be hoped that he will not allow his department to add to the difficulties 
which Lord Granville three years ago complaine’ were not diminishing. A 
Minister ought to arrest the progress of evil, and not blindly let it run on 
gaining in strength. This was the case with the Thames, and the metro- 
polis might have been poisoned because the difficulties of effecting the 
purification of the river were not vigorously grappled with. Let the toll 
question rest a few months more, and the gates on the Middlesex side will 
be again let by auction under Lord Lonsdale’s commission, for the benefit 
of road-surveyors and toll-farmers, and the nuisance across such public 
thoroughfares as the City-road and Islington High-street will continue 
another year ; and official sloth will thus offer a premium for the rapid 
resurrection of ‘‘ Rebecca” in the metrop lis. The fathers of both Sir George 
Lewis, the Home Secretary, and Mr. Clive, the Under Sec of the Home 
Department, were commissioners on the Rebecca riots, and those tumults 
did more to settle the pike question in South Walcs than twenty years of 
remonstrance and complaint. Can it be that Lord Palmerston’s Govern- 
ment has a Chancellor of the Exchequer abie to grapple with all the di‘ii- 
culties of customs, dues, and duties between Eugland and France ; and a 
Home Secretary who cannot stand bis ground against a solitary London 
pikeman’ But this is assuming that Sir George Lewis will not exert him- 
self at all; and this hypothesis may certainly be unfair, because we find 
thot a memorial was sent to him within the past month from 407 companies, 
merchants, brewers, manufacturers, and professional men; and, on a 
request being made to him to receive a deputation, he postponed the inter- 
view until his bill was circulated, which he stated he would shortly be 
prepared to introduce. Supposing Kennington gate, which has occasion 
s0 much complaint as a nuisance and obstruction on the Day, were 
to be demolished by a quarrelsome mob, who would .be to blame—the 
Government for permitting such things, or the people who took the law 
into their own hands? If any one will undertake to calculate the vexations, 
loeses, and accidents this gate causes he would prove a case in justification 
of such a mode of removal.

LADY STRATHEDEN. 
Tue Right Hon. Mary Elizabeth Baroness Stratheden in her own right, and 
Lady Campbell by marriage, 
whose lamented death oecurred, 
after a brief illness, at Strath- 
eden House, Kensington gore, 
on the 25th ult., was the elder 
danghter (by his first wife, 
Louisa Henrietta, daughter of 
Peter Campbell, Esq., of Kil- 
morey, in the county of Argyle) 
of Sir James Scarlett, a famous 
advocate, who, after filling the 
offices of Attorney-General and 
Lord Chief Baron of the Ex- 
chequer, was, on the 12th of 
January, 1835, created Baron 
Abinger, and died on the 7th of 
April, 1844. Her Ladyship was 
r also the sister of the present 
Lord Abinger, of Major-General the Hon. Sir James Yorke Scarlett, 
K.C.B., of the distinguished diplomatist the Hon. Peter Campbell Scarlett, 
C.B., and of the Hon. Lady Currey. Lady Stratheden was married, on the 
8th of September, 1821, to the able lawyer, statesman, and writer, John 
Campbell, then a barrister of the Oxford Circuit, and now Lord Chan- 
cellor of England. In 1836, on the 22nd of January, while her husband 
was Attorney-General, her Ladyship was created a peeress in her own right 
as Baroness Stratheden, of Cupar, in the county of Fife, with remainder 
to her heirs male by her husband, Sir John Campbell. In 1841, on the 
80th of June, Sir John Campbell, then Lord Chancellor of Ireland, was 
himself created Baron Campbell. His wife, Lady Stratheden, leaves issue 
by him three sons and four daughters ; two of the latter are married—viz., 
the eldest, the Hon. Louisa Madeline, the wife of the Rev. W. 8. White, 
M.A., of the Brae, Rector of Potter Hanworth, Lincolnshire, and the Hon. 
Edena, the wife of the Rev. W. A. Duckworth, Rector of Puttenham, Surrey. 
Lady Stratheden is succeeded by her eldest son, Willlam Frederick, now 
Baron Stratheden, who was born on the 15th of October, 1824, and who, by 
this inheritance, becomes a senior peer to his father, Lord Campbell, the 
barony of Campbell being of later creation tlan that of Stratheden. Should 
therefore, Lord Campbell cease to be Lord Chancellor, his son, Lord 
Stratheden, will take precedence of him, unless, indeed, so snomalous a 
circumstance be prevented by the promotion of the eminent Chancellor to 
a higher title in the pecrage, such as a viscounty or an earldom. 
The Baroness Stratheden descended, through her father, from an ancient 
family in the eastern counties, who possessed landed estates and manors 
in Norfolk and on the borders of Essex and Suffolk, from the fourteenth 
down to the end of the seventcenth century, when ove branch of the family 
settled in the island of Jamaica. The great grandfather of the deceased 
Peeress, James Scarlett, Esq., bad numerous landed estates, and acquired a 
large fortune in Jamaica. Baroness Stratheden’s grandfather, Robert 
Scarlett, Ksq., of Ducketit’s Spring and Cambridge estates, in Jamaica, 
married the great-granddaughter of Henry Laurence, President of Crom- 
well's Council after he became Protector, a family of great antiquity and 
reputation in Eng'and, whose lineal ancestor, Sir John Laurence, was 
knighted at Acre by Richard I. Lady Stratheden’s mother was the second 
daughter of Peter Campbell, Esq., of Kilmorey, in Argyle, a descendant of 
the distinguished Highland family of Auchinleck. Mr. Campbell, of 
Kilmorey, inherited a Scotch estate at Lochgilbead, in the county of Argyle, 
still in the possession of the family, and belovgiog now to Sir John Orde, 
Bart., who married Mrs. Campbell's granddaughter, Eliza Campbell. Mr. 
Campbell had also several large egy yielding a great income, in 
Jamaica, which were subsequently sold, for little value, to Mr. Gladstone, 
the father of the present Chancellor of the Exchequer 
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SIR C. MONTALIEU LAMB, BART. 
ir Charles Montatieu Lamb, second Baronet, of Burville, in the county of 
Berks, and Knight Marshal 
of the Household, was the 
eldest son (by his second 
wife, Anne, third daugh- 
ter of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Montalieu, Baron of 8t 
Hypolite) of Sir James 
Bland Burges, M.P. for 
Helstone, and an author

ber of the same year 
created a Baronet. Sir 
James in 1821 assumed by

His eldest son, and successor at his death, Oct. 13, 
1824, Sir Charles Montalieu Lamb, the subject of this notice, was born July 8, 
1785, and was for some years Lieutenant-Colonel of the Ayrshire Yeom:

Dr. Jonn Davy (brother of the celebrated chemist) has com- 
municated to the Edinburgh New Philosophical Journal some miscellaneous 
observations containing details of experiments re!ating to the following 
interesting subjects :—1. The tadpole ; the nature of the jelly surrounding 
the ovum for its nourishment an } oe ; the vitality of the tadpoie in 
raised temperatures, in salt water,&c. 2. The new-laid egg. 3. The growth 
of birds—viz., the martin, the common fowl, the tu: key, and the goose, 
under certain modes of nutrition. 4. The specific gravity of birds—viz, 
the martin, water-ouzel, snipe, wood-owl, merlin-hawk, and wren; and, 5. 
The stomach of the fish, in relation to digeetion—the salmon trout and dog- 
fish being taken as examples.

Luminosity or Metzors.—Mr. R. Greg, in the Philosophical 
Magazine, endeavours to prove that meteors do not derive their luminosity 
from solar reflexion, as Sir J. Lubbock and others suppose, and promises 
to give his observations on the probable cause at a future time. 

The Syam Leecn (Glossiphonia emarginata) found in Scotland 
by Sir J. Dalyell, and described by him in his ‘‘ Power of the Creator Dis- 
played” as Hirudo flava, has been found in Bala Lake, and also in a small 
etream in Warwickshire, by the Rev. W. Houghton, and is described by him 
in the Annals of Natural History. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 
Professor TyNDALL’s concluding lecture ‘‘On Light” was given on 
Thursday, last week, when the consideration of the beautiful phenomena 
of polarised light was resumed and illustrated by experiments. It was 
shown that some crystals of quartz possess the property of turning the 
plane of polarisation to the right and some tothe left, and that these exhibit 
complementary colours. Professor Faraday found that the plane of polarisa- 
tion may be caused to rotate by means of electricity and magnetism. This 
was shown. A pigce of heavy glass (silicated borate oi lead) was placed 
between the poles of an electro-magnet, unconnected with the Voltaic 
battery. A polarised ray of light was sent through the glass, and the 
apparatus so turned that the ray was extinguished and no light appeared on 
i screen, the magnetic action being excited by contact with the 
battery, so as to magnetise the glass, the light reappeared, and r ined so 
long as contact continued, but vanished when eontect was broken. 
These phenomena were repeated at pleasure. The nature of the solar spectrum 
was then further discussed. It is constituted of three series of rays :—1, 
those exciting heat and not light; 2, those exciting both light and heat ; 
and 3, those which produce chemical action. Dr. Tyndall showed how the 
chemical rays, though obscure, may be rendered luminous by being thrown 
upon certain substances, especially uranium glass and a solution of sulphate 
of quinine. The lecture was concluded by an exhibition and explanation 
of the brilliant phenomena produced by the electrical light in Mr. Gassiot’s 
vacuum-bulbs, phosphorescent-tubes, &c. The tubes of uranium glass, an 
induction-coil, and other apparatus employed were kindly brought by Mr. 
Ladd, of Chancery-lane, who also assisted in the manipulation. 
The Fripay Eventne Discourse (on Acids and Salts) was delivered by 
Dr. Wituiam Op.itina, F.R.S., Sec. Chem. Soc.—Lord Wensleydale in the 
cbair. The lecturer considered that the theoretical views which had 
sufficed to associate and explain the chemical relations of mineral bodies 
had complete'y failed with regard to organic bodies, and were, consequently, 
displaced by others of a more comprehensive character. It was natural, 
therefore, to inquire whether these new views, which were essential for 
the interpretation of the phenomena of org:nic chemistry, might not throw 
some additional light upon the simpler phenomena of mineral chemistry, 
and especially upon the constitution and correlation of the mineral acids 
and their salts, The doctrine of series affirmed that chemical compounds 
might be arranged in series, the successive members of each of which 
differed from one another in composition by a common increment; and 
that this relation of composition was nearly always associated with 
a relation of properties, the exact nature of which varies with the nature 
of the increment. The doctrine of substitution affirmed that in very many 
bodies one or more elementary atoms might be displaced by some other 
atoms or groupings, and that the bodies resulting from this displacement 
correspond in constitution with the normal bodies from which they were 
derived. The doctrine of substitution gave great assistance to the doctrine 
of series, for when, as frequently happened, a gap existed in any series, 
that gap could very frequently be filled up by a substitution representative 
of the missing body. The lecturer then applied these views to elucidate 
the nature of the mineral acids and their salts. He showed how the 
principal mineral acids might be arranged in serics, the proximate terms 
of which differed from one another by an atom of oxygen, and that the 
members of any series had the same basicity, and were mutually con- 
vertible by the addition or subtraction of oxygen. Dr. Odling’s views 
were elucidated by many striking experiments. 
Dr. LANKrsterR gave the last of his course of lectures on ‘‘The Animal 
Kingdom in Relation to the Industry of Man” on Saturday last, the subject 
being ‘‘ Animal Secretions and the Utilieation of Waste.” Animal secre- 
tions were divided into those used for dyeing and those used as perfumes. 
The colours obtained from the decomposition of bile and urate of ammonia 
were first spoken of. The bistory of the substances used as perfumes, and 
known under the names of civet, musk, ambergris, and cattor, was next 
given. The production of perfumes from the decomposition of animal 
matters was aiso illustrated. A variety of instances was brought forward 
of the utilty of waste substances in the production of useful articles. Silk 
waste, wool waste (shoddy), leather clippings, bone shavings, bones, grease, 
soapsuds, and sewage were examined as instances of the utilisation of 
waste. The process of dyeing from prussian-blue was illustrated, as well 
as the uses of the animal scents, exemplified by specimens from Messrs. 
Piesse and Lubin. 
The Friday evening mectings will be resumed on the 20th inst., when 
Dr. Spencer Cobbold will deliver a discourse on the natural-history sciences. 


THE GREAT SALAMANDER OF JAPAN. 
Tur fine example of the Great Salamander of Japan, the arrival 
of which in the gardens of the Zoologica! Society, in the Rezent’s 
Park, has lately created so much interest, was procured by Captain 
Taylor, of the ship Turg Yu, in the market of one of the ports of 
the Japanese empire about two years ago. It has since been kept 
by Captain Taylor in a wooden tub on board hie vessel, and fed 
principally on living eels. A few days ago it was transferred to the 
possession of the Zoological Society, and is at present placed in the 
Reptile House on the south side of the gardens in the Kegent's Park, 
until a large slate tank now in course of preparation is ready, which 
will afford a suitable residence for the monster, and allow him to be 
exbibited in a more convenient manner to the public. The length of 
the Salamander is 2ft. 9in. or thereabouts. 
The Great Salamander (Sieboldia maxima) was discovered by the 
celebrated Dutch naturalist, Dr. von Siebold, in Japan, and is 
described at full length in the ‘‘ Fauna Japonica” of that author and 
M. Temminck. As we ure informed by Dr. von Siebold, it inhabit 
the elevated mountains of the Island of Niphon, in the Japanese 
empire, situated between the 34th and 36th degrees of north latitude, 
frequenting the streams and small lakes of the basaltic range of 
mountains, and subsisting on fishes, frogs, newts, and worms. The 
Japanese tell wonderful stories concerning the power of — 
of lost parts existing in this animal, alleging that even if its limbs 
are cut off it will reproducethem as perfect as before. —_ 
The Sieboldia is remarkable for being the largest existing species 
true amphibian animals now known to exist, near! Lee + in —_ 
respect even the celebrated gigantic fossil salamander of Sc - r 
(Andrias scheuchzeri), which that naturalist mistook for a fossil man, 
and originally described as Homo diluvii testis.

THE FRENCH COUNCILS 
OF PRUD'HOMMES. 

A CONTEMPORARY stated a short 
time since that Lord Brougham 
was ed in ——— the 
organisation and application of the 
French system of Prud’hommer, 
and that his Lordship had sent a 
well-known literary gentleman to 
Paris for the of acquiring 
information on the subject, to 
be subsequently spread over the 
United Kingdom in a series of 
lectures to be given by the latter. 
We cannot too much approve the 
motives of the noble Lord, who, 
no doubt, thinks that the intro- 
duction of a similar institution 
into England would be attended 
with the most beneficial results, 
more ly as a means for 
a recourse to those Pe 
y-recurring strikes tbat 
have caused so much injury *o 
the —— and to the em- 
his country. It was

The origin of the title Prud’homme is very ancient. It dates as far 
back as the reign of Philippe le Bel (1285), at which period the city 


authorities of Paris ad a resolution for electing twenty-four 
prud’hommes, charged to give advice and interpose their good 
counsel for the benefit of their fellow-citizens. In 1452 an institu- 
tion of Prud‘hommes was established at Marseilles, called the 
Prud’hommes Pécheurs, who had the power of settling all disputes, 
without appeal, that might arise between the fishermen of that sea- 
port; and in 1464 an edict of Louis XI. authorised the councillors, 
citizens, and inhabitants of Lyons to nominate a prud’homme, em- 
powered to settle the differences arising between the different mer- 
chants who used to frequent the fairs held in thatcity. After a

From that time the system, as applied to the settlement of dis- 
putes between masters and their workmen, has been continually 
extending under the simple name of Prud’hommes, well employed 
to signify ‘‘honourable men,” who, by their kindness, their prudence 
and their probity, enjoyed a great measure of public esteem and 
public confidence. The same princ’ple of morality has been observed 
up to the present time in their selection, but the functions of the 
Prud’hommes have +> in importance with the additional 
attributions granted by successive laws and ordonnances to an 
insti‘ution which bas become remarkable for the benefits it has con- 
ferred, especially upon the working classes.

dependently of the president and 
vice- dent, named directly by 
the Emperor, each of these Coun- 
cils is composed of twenty-six 
members, thirteen of whom are 
masters and thirteen foremen or 
ordinary workmen. The masters 
are elected by their own body, 
and the workmen forming part of 
the Council are also nominated by 
their equals: the latter are en- 
titled to claim a pecuniary indem- 
nity for their services, paid by the 
city. Half the members retire 
from office every three years, but 
they are re-eligible. he deci- 
sions of the Councils are final and 
without appeal when the amount 
in dispute does not exceed £8 ; 
beyond that sum their judgments 
are subject to appeal before the 
Tribunal of Commerce. To con- 
stitute a council at least four 
members, exclusive of the presi- 
dent, must be present. 

In a large city like Paris, where

In all the great com 
mercial centres of France there exists a Council of Prud’hommes, 
The number of these Councils is continually increasing with the rise 
and progress of different towns, whose inhabitants have learnt to 
py the value of the conciliatory spirit and equitable decisions 
of the Prud’hommes in cases which ht otherwise terminate with 
mutual disadvantage to the parties directly interested in a speedy 
and just settlement of their often trivial litigations.
